RESPONSIBILITY.

In a recent article in the 
“Nineteenth Century" a well 
known writer, Mr. Ellis Barker, 
expressed the following opinion. 
“The brunt of the war," he 
wrote, “falls on the German 
people. Their sufferings will be 
terrible especially when the Rus- 
sian hosts are in their midst ; and 
they will deserve our sympathy, 
for they are guiltless of the war. 
They were forced and driven 
into it. They were and are still 
deceived by their Government 
controlled Press. All who wish 
to treat Germany justly should 
carefully differentiate between the 
Governing classes and the masses 
of the people.” Any opinion 
which bears the impress of broad- 
minded reflexion makes an _im- 
mediate appeal and when there 
‘is added to it, as there is in this 
case, an obviously genuine sym- 
pathy the appeal is doubly 
strong. Mr. Barker's view is| 
one which everybody would like 
to take and which a great many 
people are actually taking. 
Britons as a race are not im- 
aginative but they are intensely 
sentimental—using the — word 
without the mawkish meaning 
80 frequently attached to it; and 
as there existed no hatred of 
Germans as a whole before the 
war began, an opportunity to 
forgive them as a whole, and to 
fasten responsibility for the war 
on @ certain section, is readily 
welcomed. ‘he picture of a 
whole nation suffering acutely 
compels pity, an emotion nec:s- 
sarily the more active for being 
so closely associated with all the 
chivalrous feelings which war 
vivifies and sets in motion. Jus- 
tice, however, is not emotional 
and the appeal which Mr. Bar- 
ker, like many other writers, is 
making for it can only be res- 
ponded to after analysis and argu- 
ment. Mr. Barker would clear 
the German nation of all _res- 
ponsibility for the war. Is it 
possible to do this? 

Such questions are occasional- 
ly best approached by be- 
ing brought home. If Great 





Britain were defeated in the 
present struggle owing to lack 
of men where would the res- 
ponsibility lie? There have been 
two schools of thought in the 
matter of national defence, the 
“rely entirely on the Navy" 
school and the school that has 
urged conscription. The latter 
has been incessantly active ever 
since the South African war. 
What happened then was that 
for a lengthy period Great 
Britain was to a very large ex- 
tent denuded of trained troops. 
The diplomacy of her Foreign 
Office and ambassadors managed 
to restrain an almost unanimous- 
ly hostile Europe from taking 
advantage of the opportunity 
afforded to it and the country 
passed through one of the most 
dangerous periods in its history 
unscathed. It was, however, an 
exceedingly anxious time, how 
anxious can only be known to 
those who have had access to 
the most secret official docu- 
ments. How many military ex- 
perts were shown these it is im- 
possible to say but, at all events, 
the most influential military 
figure in the Empire, Lord 
Roberts, set to work to awaken 
the nation to consciousness of 
the risks it had run. With equal 
pertinacity the opponents of 








universal military service set to 
work to minimize them, with 
the result that the nation had 
the whole case for and against 
threshed out for its benefit from 
beginning to end. Nothing, h 
ever, was done, nothing, that is 
to say, to increase the size of 
the army and, though certain 
new volunteer forces came into 
existence, little advance was! 
made with the idea that every 
citizen's duty is to make him- 
self capable of defending his 
country. Only one of two rea- 
sons, or possibly a combination 
of both, can be adduced in ex- 
planation, either the nation did 
not believe in the necessity of 
large army or it was indifferent 
to the whole question. The re- 
sult has been that it has had to 
go to war first and begin making 
an army afterwards. Were the 
experiment to prove a failure— 
we do not for a moment think 
it will—there is no doubt what- 
ever that the failure would be 
deserved. And the nation as a 
whole would have to bear the 
blame. 

The individual German's op- 
portunities for arriving at decis- 
sions in public questions and for 
making their effect felt are not, 
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it may readily be admitted, any- 
thing like as great as those of 
the individual Briton. But 
whose fault, after all, is that? 
The old tag that a nation has 
whatever government it deserves 
is by no means always true and 
as applied to Germany requires 
at least one modification, namely 
that, though her forms of Go- 
vernment are comparatively new, 
they are old enough to have 
stiffened into a system, #nd 
against a system it takes a very 
powerful combination of in- 
dividuals to make any impres- 
sion. On the other hand the 
nucleus of such a combination 
has been in existence for a long 
time, for quite long enough to 
be a good deal more powerful 
than it has proved itself. There 
has for many years been a body 
of men opposed to the principles 
of Prussian militarism and their 
failure to attract more adlierents 
can only be attributed to the 
fact that their doctrines have 
fallen on deaf ears. The public 
has preferred to dance to an- 
other tune. And this has happen- 
pened in spite of the fact that ‘he 
German school system is far 
more highly organized than 
Great Britain's, and a larger pro- 
portion of her people are able to 
take up a question and think it 
out. Yet the evidence of 4 
man like Professor Lamb, the 
outlines of whose book were 
written in the quiet, passionless 
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atmosphere of the lecture room, 
shows in the most convincing 
way how eagerly all the ideas 
which have inspired German 
aggressiveness have been imbib- 
ed. ‘That the Government has 
sedulously fostered such ideas is 
true: that they have been very 
popular is true also. Granted “hat 
the choice between peace and war 
lay, when the moment came, 
with the military part alone, 
the decision was taken with 
the confident assurance that it 
would be approved by the nation. 
For having satisfied the Go- 
yernment on this point the nation 
is responsible.

BELGIUM AND SERVIA.

‘America and elsewhere, has sought 
tosprove thet Great Britain cared 
exeginal fr 
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nothing for Belgian neutrality and 
was even prepared to violate ‘t 
herself: part has endeavoured 
to show that Germany was forced 
into war against her will. The -e 
ply given to the Belgian Minister 
in London in 1913 is conclusive 
evidence on the first point; Signor 
Giolitti’s statement sets all doubt 
‘at rest about theother, Belgium vas 
told, a year before the outbreak of 
war, that in no circumstances would 
her neutrality be violated by a 
British Government, Italy was aot 
“sounded” but actually asked to 
be a party to an attack on Servia 
as early as August 1913. 








THE CITY OF ROULERS. 

The City of Roulers, which vill 
‘vory likely be the next point to dx 
occupied by the Allies in Belgium, 
is one of the oldest cities in Europe. 
It is mentioned as early as 822 as 
Roslar and a few years later as 
Rollare. One of its principal 
squares was the scene of the death 
of Count Baldwin VIII after the 
battle of Angers, and at the close 
of the eighteenth century, 1794 to 
be precise, the French and Aus- 
trians fought a battle there A 
glance at the map is sufficient 0 
show ite strategic importance at ihe 
present moment. If the Allies get 
possession of it, they will have done 
more than drive the Germans back 
from the Yser canal, which has been 
the scene of such fierce and pro- 
tracted fighting, they will have 
driven a wedge between the forces 
north and south of Courtrai, thus 
relieving the pressure on the Arras 
region. 





BRITISH INDUSTRY. 
If, as many fear, the war is go- 
ing to run into years the phrase 
“money talks” will have {n° more 
significance at the end than it 








had at the beginning of the 
struggle. The last — hundred 
millions will settle the busi- 


ness, Which side is likely to 
possess them is indicated pretty 
clearly by the statistics regarding 
the conditions of employment in 
Great Britain. Allowing for the 
fact that enormous supplies of 
labour have been taken out of the 
market, the condition of the wage 
earning classes could not possibly 
be so good unless industry and 
trade were stea recovering from 
their recent islocation. That 
means that the country’s purse is 
being constantly replenished—a fact 
which should go a long way i9- 
wards consoling many Britors here 
and in other parts of the world 
who are unable to leave their posts 
and volunteer for the front. No 
nation ean put all its men into the 
firing line and go on making money. 


A POINT IN CHINESE 
MANNERS. 











With a good deal of what “ Re- 
sident” says in the letter published 


this morning on the subject of 
cleanliness in our streete we are 
in complete agreement. The Chinese 
habit of spitting hore, there and 
everywhere is both disgusting and 
unhealthy. He is, however, in our 
opinion mistaken’ in terming the 
habit insolent, for in nine cases 
out of ten there is not the slightest 
intention to be rude. A Chinese 
spits, just as he keeps his cap on 
or does half a doen other jarring’ 
things, out of unconsidered, — un- 
conscious custom. The — politest 
Chinese it is possible to meet is 
often guilty of these and sim‘l’r 
enormities and would be absolutely’ 
astonished if any offence were tak: 
thereat. Tho only Chincee it is fai 
to accuse of insolence when tl 
indulge in such practices are those 
who know very well that foreigners 
object to them. Comparatively 
speaking, their number is a very 
mall one, as emall, perhaps, as the 
number of foreigners who know 
what hurts Chinese feelings. All 
the same, if anything can be done 
to check the habit of spitting, 
Shanghai will be the healthier for it.

Of late years especial- 
ly they have been out of proportion 
to their numbers assertive.

general life of the city in a way 
that is not necessary where the 
Government is avowedly British. 
‘This German aggressivencss has 
become more and more a prominent! 
feature in the life of the European 
Settlements in the Far East, just 
as it has been in the political tife 
of Europe. Nor is it a mere gen- 
eral assertiveness. It is rathor an 
open hostility to England and to 
all things British. 

‘The fact is that Germany is now 
beginning to feel the presence of 
her position as p circumscribed cen- 
tral European Power, and to re- 
alize the truth that Secley — pro- 
phesied in his “Expansion of Eng- 
land,” that the world is to the 
World-Powers and not to the little 
Great-Powers of Europe. She has 
tried to colonize and has not suc- 
ceeded. Nor can she hope to be 
more éucceasful in the future even 
with a change of method that seems 
little likely. Instead of the “‘le- 
gion that never was 'listed” she 
sends out the drill sergeant, and »x- 
pects to do officially what we have 
always found was apt to be hinder- 
ed by officials. And now forgetting 
all the benefits she has had in the 
past from England and only seeing’ 
that most of the best lands over- 
seas aro British, she counts us th 
enemy that stands in the way of her 
progress to World-Dominion. Ori- 
ginal in speculative genius, :n 
things practical, merely imitative, 
it in, the German thinks, for him

We lay down the direction for him 
and with an imperturbable patient 
energy he works along the lines he 
could never have had the capacity 
to discover for himself.

THE ATTEMPT ON CALAIS. 


A RACE TO THE SEA. 
Paris, Dec. 5. 

An official Army Bulletin has been 
issued which gives a review of the 
war from ths beginning. 

After Generalissimo Joffre took 
the offensive, on September 5, the 

rmans still hoped to turn the 
French left wing while we hoped to 
turn their right, hence the race to 
the sea, The German movement 
failed, despite their advantage of 
operating on a concentric front, and 
the Allies were able to create and 
maintain a barrier at the Yser. 

Here, for three weeks, twelve Ger- 
man army corps (roughly 500,000 
men), assisted by four divisions of 
cavalry, delivered repeated furiou: 
attacks, in dense masses, in obedi- 
‘ence to the Kaiser’s behest to reach 
Calais or pierce the Allied line at 
Ypres. We have not yielded an inch 
of ground and have established our- 
selves impregnably. 

The Battle of Ypres has cost the 
Germans 120,000 men. Our foro2s 
are now as large as they were at 
the beginning of the campaign; the 
quality of our troops has improved 
enormously and all are profoundly 
convinced of their superiority over 
the enemy and of eventual victory; 
while the Germans have sustained 
checks, the far-reaching consequen- 
ces of which have exhausted their 
reserves, while their troops are 
now badly officored and trained. 














NAVAL BRIGADES’ WORK. 
London, Dee. 4. 

A despatch from Field Marshal 
Sir John French to the Admiralty 
on the naval brigades assisting the 
defence at Antwerp, declares that 
they were handled by General Paris 
with great skill and boldness. Sir 
John French says that, although the 
fortress was not saved, the marines 
certainly delayed the enemy for a 
considerable time, enabled the 
Belgian army to withdraw and des- 
troyed war material and ammuni- 
tion which would have been of great 
value to the enemy. 

The Belgian troops afterwards 
proved a valuable asset to the Allies 
in the fighting on the Ysor and, 
also, the moral effect on the Belgian 
Army by this, necessarily, desperate 
attempt to succour them was of 
Breat value to their use and 
efficiency.

A BERLIN STORY OF POLAND. 


Berlin, Dec. 3. 

The Foreign Office publiches the 
following report: 

Headquarters, Dec. 1. 

Referring to the report of the 
Russian General Staff of November 
29, the following facts about the 
German successes near Lodz, some 
days ago, are stated. 

Parts of the German forces fight- 
ing cast of Lodz, against the right 
flank and the rear of strong Rus- 
sian forces advancing from the east 
and the south, were getting faced 
by the enemy’s troops from all 
sides. They succeeded, however, in 
cutting their way through the Rus- 
sian ring, in furious fighting w! 
Tasted three days, and carried away 
12,000 Russian prisoners and twen- 
ty-five guns, without themselves 
losing one single gun, while they 
brought home nearly all their 
wounded. = 

The losses have, of cours:, been 
serious, but not enormous. Indeed, 
it was one of the finest military suc- 
cesses of the campaign. The Kaiser 
has visited the troops in their posi- 
tions near Gumbinnen and Darkeh- 
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Dee. 3 

There are no important evente to 
record from either theatre of war. 
‘The Kaiser was yesterday at Bre. 
slau, where he conferred with 
Archduke Friedrich, the Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Austro-Hungar- 
ian army, Archduke Karl Fran 
Joseph, the Heir Apparent to the 
Throns and General Baron Conrad 
von Hoetzendorf, Chief of the 
General Staff. 

The “Deutscher Ueberseediens'” 
reports: So far as can be judged 
from the reports available, the 
situation in the east has not matk- 
edly changed since the last sum- 
mary. Although no news has beer 
received about the operations near 
Lowicz, it is assumed that the Ger- 
man attempts to flank the Russisa 
right wing are being continued. 

The value of success in these 
operations would be so much grest 
er as it would force the Russisos 
southward, away from the route 
toward Warsaw and would briog 
the Germans into the rear of the 
Russian main army. Much 
on the progress which the Germsas 
and Austrians make against the 
front and the enemy's left flank. 


So far, the Germans and Austrians 
have maintained their positions an! 
have repulsed all attacks, but it is 
not yet known whether they have 
been able to advance. It is, boi 
ever, a known fact that the Ru 
sians have lost 100,000 prisoners an!

days. 

Great difficulty seems to prevail 
in replacing the latter.

CHANCELLOR'S SPEECH IN 
THE REIOHSTAG. 


The Imperial Chancellor spoke 
briefly and earnestly in the Reich- 
stag, pointing out that the army 
had carried the war into the enemy’s 
territory and bad firmly planted it 
there. The German nation could 
look to the future with every con- 
fidence, although the enemy’s resis- 
tance was still unbroken and furth- 
er sacrifices were necessary befor? 
the war could be brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

The Chancellor devoted most ot 
his speech to Britain and asoribed 
the moral responsibility of the war 
to her. Britain could have averted 
a conflict, if sh had given Petro- 
grad plainly to understand that she 
would not tolerate the development. 
of the Austro-Servian conflict into 
# continental war. France’s voice 
would then have been thrown into 
the scale of peace and Germany's 
mediation at Petrograd and Vienn: 
would have been successful, 


Britain, however, allowed the war 
to occur, hecanss she saw a good op- 
portunity to destroy her largest 
European competitor. Belgium's 
neutrality was simply a_ pretext, 
since the diplomatic publications 
had, in the meantime, shown that, 
before Germany's démarche at 
Brussels, on August 2, r-questing 
passage for her troops, it was known 
in London that Britain had already 
assured France of her unconditional 
support if Ciermany attacked the 
French coast. 

Furthermore, documents had been 
found proving that Relgium had al- 
ready forfeited her neutrality by an 
agreement with Britain. The 
Chancellor also declared that 
further obstacle to the preservation 
of peace had heen France's réranche 
ideas. Now that the war had been 
started, Germany would hold out 
to the last. breath. 

“We have but one answer for our 
enemies: Germany won't have her- 
self wiped out of existence,” said 
the Chancellor, amidst great ap- 
plauss, ‘The members of the Reich- 
stag rose from their seats, and 























the Chancellor in his closing re- 
marks devoted a few words to the 


men who had already fallen “in 
battle. 


His closing sentence was: “We 
shall hold out until we have certain 
assurance that none will dare again 
to disturb our peace, a peace in 
which German character and Ger- 
man power will unfold and develop 
as free folk.” 

The Reichstag will meet this 
afternoon. It will be a memorable 
war session. The members are in a 
most optimistic and confident mood, 
under the impression made by the 
assurance of ths Chancellor and the 
Minister for War that everything is 
going well on both fronts. 





Although it is generally realized | Hi 


that a long and difficult task 
mains to be done, the confidence it 
strengthened by the statements 
made by those members of the 
Reichstag who are soldiers, many 
of whom have been able to return 
from the front to Berlin, reporting 
on the situation on all parte of the 
fronte from personal observations. 
The session of the Reichstag will 
be a short one; it will last from 
four to eight days.

LORD FISHER’S

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AN INVASION OF 


ENGLAND.

‘Tue threat of an invasion of 
England, which after years of 
somewhat academic discussion has 
become a question of quite prac- 
tical polities during the past two 
months, would seem to have 
receded ugain into remoter re- 
gions with the German failure to 
burst a way through in Flanders. 
On the other hand, if that threat 
was ever to be taken seriously, 
and not merely as a scare in- 
geniously worked up by the Ger- 
man Press in order to keep Bri- 
tain’s armies at home, there is 
not much more reason for reject- 
ing it now than six weeks ago. 
Writing at the end of October, 
and already able to see that the 
great offensive against Calais had 
failed, the military correspon- 
dent of ‘The Times’’ said :— 


“The only German arm which bas not 
yet been employed is the Navy, and the 
Worse the outlook on land’ the more 
probable is it that the German Navy 
will be called upon to act, and to cover 
if possible the delivery of a quarter of a 
million Germans on British soil.

That the British people would 
behave as Mr. Wells describes if 
the Germans really came there 
can be little doubt: and inasmuch 
as trained bands, with equipment 
of every available cycle and motor 
car would still have useful work 
to accomplish even if the threa- 
tened invasion prove a fantasy, 
it is to be hoped that Mr. Well 
arguments will yet bear fruit.

Assuming that so large a 
portion of the British fleet could 
be drawn off as to leave a way 
clear for the German flotilla, it 
ought to Be large enough to smash 
the German fleet, and what then 
becomes of the invader’s line of 
retreat? He might harry some 
part of the countryside for a 
while, but sooner or later every 
man jack of him would perish, 
while the German fleeet would 
have received so crushing a blow 
as it would hardly recover. The 
more one considers the echeme, 
the more it appears to have been 
ot|invented for the sole purpose of 
scaring the British Government 
into keeping troops at home

“|lieve those accounts should be 


taken with very great circum- 
spection, for the only thing of 
which we can be sure is that 
Germany was preparing for war 
long before anyone has even yet 
suspected. Are the Allies sure of 
being proof against exhaustion, 
not of men but of material? We 
say this certainly with no wish 
to commit the fatuous error of 
teaching the Government its busi- 
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ness, but only, as always, to 
guard against undue confidence ; 
and because one German scheme 
after another has failed it is well 
to think of possible points of 
weakness in our own armonr. 





A WINTER 


CAMPAIGN. 
Dee. 7. 


When in the Thirty Years’ 
War Wallenstein and Tilly met 
Gustavus Adolphus; when, in 
later times, Tallard faced the 
Duke of Marlborough; and Wel- 
lington fought in succession the 
best of Napoleon's generals, the 
almost universal custom was to 
““go into winter quarters’ when 
the short days came. Exceptions 
there were, of course. Several 
battles fought during the winter 
are recorded in the history of 
the first war mentioned above; 
and, as might have been expect- 
ed, they sometimes took the 
form of an entire surprise, and 
reaped a full reward. Such, for} 
example, was the Battle of Dut- 
tlingen, 1643, begun in a blind- 
ing snowstorm. Motley records 
many winter fights, some of, 
them over ground now occupied, 
while ie Rise of the Dutch 
Republic” was being enacted. 
But when generals faced each 
other almost within a stone's 
throw, and felt that several hours: 
would be needed to settle their 
differences, they preferred to 
have the whole of a summer day 
for the operation. Besides this, 
war is a matter of supplies. Sup- 
plies depend on transport, and 
transport on roads. These, un- 
used to be impas- 
Hence by tacit 
ies were suspend- 
ed, and enemies paid social calls) 
on each other. 

Modern war, however. 
little note of seasons. In 18% 
though the winter was partica- 
larly severe. the French fonght 
and Jost no fewer than eight 
battles hetween November 28, 
and ty 29, to say nothing 
of the concurrent losses round 
Paris. In 1878-9 the Russians 
succeeded during extremely 
severe weather in crossing the 
Balkans by roads thought by the 
Turks to be quite impassable. 
The recent Balkan war did not 
begin till about the middle of 
October, 1912. There is, there- 
fore, no reason to expect an} 
thing like ‘winter quarters” 
sny of the present war theatres. 
fighting in Africa is 
mainly tropical, and in South 












































Africa is, of course, already in 
summer. In Egypt and paits of 
Mesopotamia there is no real win- 
ter, though in Armenia Russia 
will find a climate that suitr ber, 
and in the Servian theatre cold 
may affect operations somewhat. 
But in none will there be any 
cessation of fighting on that 
account. In the Poland-East 
Prussian sphere it is probable 
that at any rate the Rus- 
are welcoming the 
of their redoubtable 
allies, ‘‘Générals Janvier +t 
Feéorier,"" whose freezing fingers! 
turn swamps to solid ground, 
cover lakes with a thick coating 
of ice, and permit the galloping 
of field artillery over what last 
month was a quagmire. Rus- 
sian means of communication 
being what they are, such 
changes cannot fail to be wel- 
come. Besides, being accustom- 
ed to the colder clime, the Tsar's 
forces are more likely to be bet- 
ter prepared for it in other ways. 
On the western front the French 
and British are likely to feel the 
cold most at first, if we except 
the Indian and North Avrican 
troops, but the British at any 
rate are accustomed to athletic 
exercises of all kinds in winter, 
and hence will be able to make 
light of low temperatures. Pneu- 
monic troubles will increase on 
both sides probably, and there 
will be increased difficulty — in 
trenching frozen ground. But 
modern contrivances should re 
duce all such difficulties to a 
minimum, and we shall have io 
wait for experience to point out 
what further obstacles there «re 
to the prosecution of the war. 
Railways, steamships, motor~ 
cars and all the other transport 
facilities of the present day will 
be able to cope, perhaps, better 
in winter than in summe: i 
supplies, if supplies exis

1.) 50 far as can Be foreseen it the 


moment, there should be little 
difficulty in providing for all the 
needs of the Allies, The world 
is open to them. heir credit 
is absolutely unimpaired, and 
they are playing a winning 
game, ‘Tt is on the enemy that 
the pressure of winter is likely 
to fall heavily. Already we hear 
of short commons for German 
troops. Unemployment repidly 
increases as German manufac- 
tories are closed owing to the 
silent pressure of the British 
Moreover, winter is the 
which despondency is 
t to wax more  despondent. 
Nothing in nature then tends to 
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cheer loser. No bright warm 
sunshine takes him out of him 
self. No balmy air tempts to 
self-forgetfulness, but dull, 
leaden skies and short, clouiy 
days by their very greyness sda 
to mournful introspection and 
gloomy foreboding. Such fed. 
ings are poor preparation for vic- 
tory, especially victory against 
an enemy strong, alert, and con- 
fident. That, we take it, is not 
an unfair presentation of what 
is likely to be the condition of 
our enemy combatants both in 
the eastern and western theatres 
of war in Europe. Germany 
knows that, in spite of certain 
preliminary successes, the net 
result of her efforts thus far 
failure. Her armies have faile 
to reach Paris: they bav~ been 
thrust back from Warsaw : thes 
are effectually barred from the 
Channel. Worse even than this. 
they are being subjected to 1 
pressure which is growing dss 
by day more difficult to with 
stand. If during a winter cam- 
paign they give way at variow 
points, few people will be sur 
prised even among their own 
nationals, who now have some 
inkling of the trath. 





PLAYGROUNDS FOR 
THE CHILDREN. 
Lee, & 


‘The appeal that we publish to 
day from “‘Citizen’’ for another 
park, a children’s park, in tbe 
western district—and we would 
specially emphasize the word 
“‘children,""—was probably ant 
cipated by a good many mie 
payers last March when they 
voted for the purchase of the 
Unkaza property. It seems to 
have been expected by Dr. 
Macleod, the proposer of tbit 
purchase, when he said, aprop? 
of playgrounds for children in the 
western district: ‘We do not 
claim that a park at Jessfiell 
will, either completely or in- 
mediately supply this much ‘el 
need, but such a park would con- 
tribute to the solution of the pp 
blem,"" In point of fact, 
Jessfield_ property was acquire! 
principally because of the unigi« 
opportunity it offered of instita'- 
ing ao botanical garden, 38 @ 
nucleus of which, already highly 
developed, it was without equi! 
in Shanghai. On those grounds 
we argued for its acquisition theo. 
and for those reasons we would 
urge as strongly to-day the 4e- 
sirability of ‘securing also 4 
children's park while there is yo 
fro 
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time. ‘Ihe purchase of one does 
not impair the case for the other, 
nor will it have done so even at 
that probably not fur distant dave 
when houses line the Brenan 
Road half way to the Rubicon. 
Indeed it is quite as much win 
an eye to the future as for pre- 
sent needs that we align our- 
selves wholly with ‘‘Citizen."’ 

‘The arguuents that he uses on 
behalf of the children need no 
emphasis, here is no resident 
who will not heartily endorse 
them. Apart from these, bhow- 
ever, it is @ strong point in his 
case that there is precisely tbe 
piece of ground that would sui 
such a scheme, now available, 
but how long, it may be asked, 
likely to remain so? That land 
was once detnitely offered to the 
Council we believe, or the Coun- 
cil were in treaty for it, and it 
was considered that the price 
was too high. Since then it has 
narrowly escaped occupation by a 
large printing work; and, un- 
less it is detinitely secured for 
the community, any morning 
may find it in process of conver- 
sion to some still less desirable 
purpose, as has already happeu- 
ed to other once open plot". But 
where in other districts such 
changes can be regarded with 
some approach to philosophy, the 
loss of this particular rectangle 
between the Bubbling Well, 
Hart and Avenue Roads, either 
for industrial uses or rows of 
Chinese tenements, would be « 
sheer calamity. It is the isolation 
of such a stretch of ground in the 
midst of a well-filled area thit 
constitutes at once its charm 
and its danger. Let us recall, 
from Dr. Macleod’s speech at 
the Ratepayers’ Meeting, the 
story of another such —oppor- 
tunity in the past :—

When we thi 
what eut park we should have 
that seleme had succeeded and how 
very much more we must pay now for 
land several miles further out, we must 
all regret that the scheme failed. Its 
promoters were probably not thinking £0 
Much of themaclves as of their successor 
and it is not difficult for us so long aft 
the event to attribute to those who op- 
posed that scheme an insufficient con- 
jderation for oureclves. It is by such 
riences, however, that a community 
like this may learn wisdom. 

We do not imagine that the 
land under discussion new could 
be secured for Tis. 50,000, or 
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community's while, both now and 
more and more as years go on, 
so allow a very ample margin ‘or 
the purchase of such a site. The 
price of land does not generally 
decrease. Asssuredly it will not 
tend to do so in the western dis- 
trict. For the whole residential 
centre of Shanghai is changing. 
The new houses so freely spring- 
ing up about and beyond Bub- 
bling are not designed for the 
class that can afford motor-cars ; 
and thus we have to consider the 
position both of the children whu 
cannot be kept perpetually mew- 
ed up in small gardens and of 
the amenities of the town. Grad- 
ually the foreign population is 
being pressed outwards by the 
overwhelming influx of Chinese ; 
one district after another loses 
its original character; and while 
there is no way of preventing any 
landowner from erecting on his 
property the kind of houses that 
pay most, every site that can he 
secured is a bulwark against 
that steady invasion which +s 
driving people of modest means 
farther and farther from the 
business quarter. Tife in Shang- 
hai to-day would be a much 
healthier, simpler and less cost- 
ly thing if the land from Honan 
Road to Defence creek had been 
retained, as once it might have 
been, for foreign homes and re- 
creations. What we have yet (o| 
recognize is that the present 
position only repeats on a larger 
scale that of fifty years ago, and 
it is worth the community's 
while to spend very considerable 
sums as insurance against  re- 
petition of the same helpless ve- 


gret.

Other correspondents _ having 
written to explain to ‘‘Neutral”’ 
the dangers of taking a quota- 
tion apart from its context, this 
part of his letter need not detain 
us.

of course, was this: ‘There are

Will 
the War Office take adventage of 
this fact, arm, drill and give us 
some kind of uniform to denote 
us orthodox combatants, and 
thereby let Igose numbers of the 
regulars in England to serve 
abroad? Or will it ignore us and 
our useful patriotism? If it won't

fight we assuredly shall.’" As re- 
gards the secondary question, whe- 
ther it does any good to publish 
views of this kind, we assured- 
ly say that it does. It is not 
question of Mr. Wells's right to 
speak as an author of fiction—in- 
cidentally he is very much mord 
than that—but of his ability to 
express, better than most people 
can, what a great many people 
are thinking. There are at least 
three reasons why such feelings 
should be made known. First, 
if the Germans have been trying 
to frighten us with a prospective 
invasion, there is excellent rea- 
son for us to do a little frighten- 
ing by letting them know cxact- 
ly what is in store for them °f 
they come—and by thie time 
they begin to understand rather 
more of the British character 
than they did before the war. 
Secondly, if the War Office have 
any notion of forming such 
trained bands as Mr. Wells ad- 
vocates, letters of this kind will 
strengthen their hands. Third- 
ly, if the War Office has no such 
idea, there is certainly no harm 
in publicly advocating it. For, 
as Mr. Wells shows in a part 
of the letter which we did not 
quote, although he does not pé- 
lieve in a German raid, he be- 
lieves fully in the desire of 
Britons generally to help in the 
war, and under present con- 
ditions they are really able to do 
very little. Even if the German 
raid did not come, be says that 
the cyclist and motorist contin- 
gents might do good work on the 
Continent on lines of communi- 
cation, thus setting free more ve- 
gulars for the front. For above 
all things this is a people's war, 
and the British people desire to 
show their appreciation of che 
fact not less than their adver- 
saries are doing. 

Herein may be found an an- 
swer to “Neutral’s" last question, 
regarding the probability that 
the war may be ended in much 
less than three years by the 
people themselves, not of one 
nation but of several now at 
war, It would be rash indeed to 
say that there was no possibility 
of such an event, but we believe 
it to be extremely remote. To 
take the case of Germany, it is 
most difficnlt to gauge th- exact 
temper of the country, owing to 
the extraordinary discrepancy of 
the different accounts given by 
travellers who have been there 
recently, or pretend to have 
been: and to some it way have 
seemed. significant that Dr. 
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Liebknecht, though but a voice 
in the wilderness, should have 
had the courage to withstand she 
latest German war loan—as if it 
were not such a wilderness from 
which the Socialist leader spoke, 
and others might be trusted v0 
ery out ere long under the pres- 
sure of economic want. But we 
think it would be unwise and an- 
fair to put too much faith in such 
reading between the _lines—un- 
wise, because the prudent course 
is to accustom one’s mind to the 
longest possible duration of the 
war; unfair, to imagine that the 
German tribes are less capable of| 
self-sacrifice and solidarity than 
the peoples of the British Em- 
pire. How the latter have been 
welded together by war we 
know; and although in times of 
peace Bavarians say that all 
Prussians are pigs, and Prussian 
retort in kind, we do not imagine 
they will fight less pertinacious- 
ly side by side because of 
amenities of this kind in time of 
peace. And if we have rightly 
gauged the temper of the Ger- 
mans, how much more so does 
not the same temper bind the 
Allies to the completion of their| 
task? ‘They entered upon this 
war with no great hatred, if any, 
for the German people, but with 
a very pronounced hatred for 
the German Government, which 
stands for all that lovers of de- 
mocratic liberty and freedom of| 
existence most abhor, secret 
diplomacy, treachery, falsehood 
and oppression of individual 
development. Were that Govern- 
ment to emerge victorious from 
the war, it would set back the 
course of democracy in the 
world by centuries, ‘The triumph 
of Prussianism would not mere- 
ly mean the payment of in- 
demnities and the loss of ter- 
ritory. It would mean the sub- 
jection of every member of the 
conquered countries to @ ruthlese 
and hateful tyranny, devoid 
alike of honour and justice. It

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was with this knowledge that 
the Allies entered the war.

THE MOTHERS OF 
BRITAIN. 
Dee. 10. 

We do not imagine that any 
Woras of our's are wanted to add 
force to the appeal from Lady 
Fraser, Mrs. Pearce and Mrs. 
Wheelock that appears to-day in 
our correspondence columns. Its 
own brevity and directness, not 
less than the cause for which it 
pleads, are the best recommen- 
dation to public sympathy. Yet 
because the appeal is at once 60 
moving and so eminently prac- 
tical one is tempted to add yet a 
word or two. On the most 
matter-of-fact grounds of nation- 
al preservation there is abundant 
‘ason for taking all possible 
care of the prospective mothers 
of Britai Many of her sons 
have perished already, many 
more will perish before this ter- 
rible war is over. The manhood 
of the nation stands in urgent 
need of replenishing. At all 
times, the record of infant mor- 
tality among the poorest, which 
are also the largest, families is 
distressingly great: and how 
much more must that be the 
case at a time like the present, 
when, with all the efforts of char- 
ity organizations, and the cease- 
less vigilance of Britain's fleet to 
keep the trade routes open, there 
must be danger of starvation and 
bare homes. And as a means of 
practical charity, this appeal for 
funds has, perhaps, more to re- 
commend it than any other. We 
would not appear to say one word 
against the various —_ noble 
schemes that have been so suc- 
cessfully founded for the welfare 
of our soldiers and sailors and 
those whom they have left be- 
hind. But in all these schemes 
there may be weak points which 
do not appear in respect of that 
we are now considering. It is 
not always easy to be sure that 
the form of assistance offered is 
the best that could be devised for 
a particular case. But in respect 
of the mothers of Britain there 
can be no doubt‘ that, even 
though others may have to go 
uncared for, the women who are 
being tended are receiving that 





‘which they most need—and not 
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only, be it remembered, the wo. 
men. There remains a third 
reason, on which indeed it is al- 
most a profanity to touch, At 
no time in her life does a woman 
feel greater need of kindliness, 
sympathy and affection than 
when she is about to give bith 
to a child. How much mor 
sore must that need be, when 
her heart is wrung with conan 
anxiety for the husband of whoe 
whereabouts and safety she re. 
ceives so litle news? When the 
German Government bumed 
Louvain, on some paltry charge 
that a few civilians hrd dared 's 
raise a hand in defence of their 
‘homes without first putting ons 
uniform, no anguish can bare 
been greater than that of the 
husbands who saw their wives 
in jnet such a case o8 those whon 
jit is sought to protect—driven ot 
on to the bare fields with rw 
home to shield thetn and no re 
fuge for their weakness. Thi 
fate, we trust, will never bea 
in Britain. But the thought o 
Hit will quicken all sympathies fo 
those whose natural protectors ae 
waging a desperate war in de 
fence of all families as of thi 
own.

THE PANAMA 
EXHIBITION. 


SOME INTERESTING NOTES 
ON THE GREAT FAIR. 


It is officially announced that no 
nation participating in the exhibi- 
tion proposs to change its plans 
in consequence of the war. An ad- 
ditional proof that the war may not 
seriously affect the exhibition is to 
‘be found in the fact that more than 
300 national and international con- 
Bresses and conventions are to be 
held there, many dates having been 
booked up quite recently. 

The officials have been notified 
that German exhibitors are prepar- 
ing exhibits for the 1915 exposition 
in spit> of the war. With the ex- 
ception of a few manufacturers near 
the border, there have been no with- 
drawals on the part of German 
merchants. German architects are 
in San Francisco at this time con- 
structing the German sections for 
exhibits. Germany has establishsd 
a New York office for exposition 
activities. One of Germany's most 
striking exhibits will be th: Leich- 
ner Fountain, which wil] be shown 
in America for the first time. It is 
more than a hundred feet high and 
apprrs as a great flame, yet the 
hand can be run through it as safe-

active preparations, and the best. 
section of the Genoa exposition is to 
be transferred to San Francisco. 
The Japanese pavilion has arrived 
on the grounds from Yokohama, 
where it was designed and con- 
ructed, and then dismantled for 
shipment across the Pacific. The 
State buildings under construction 
on the site of the exposition repre- 
sent an expenditure of 81,200,000, 
and the foreign pavilions $1,000,000, 
exclusive of the cost of fittings and 
furnishings. Pavilions for th> Otto- 
man and Swiss sections are now 
being erected, and it is noted thi 
a feature of the Ottoman Em; 
sectién will be exhibits of Arabian 
horses, Angora goats, and cats and 
sheep of many famous breeds. 

The department of Social 
Economy will include “one hundred 
tons of human welfare” display, 
sent by the United States Steel 
Corporation.

LORD CROMER ON 
GERMANY. | 

Last February Prince Biilow pub- 
lished a book, ‘‘Irperial Ger- 
many,” which made a considerable 
stir amongst students of interna- 
tional polities. A_ collection of 
essays by Lord Cromer has re- 
cently been published and amongst 
the pregnant passages which 
its pages contain is the fol- 
lowing: “Prino> Pilow is desirous 
to let all concerned know that 
Germany cannot be trampled on 
with impunity—a fact of which the 
world has for a long time past 
been fully aware. But the reader 
rises from a perusal of Prince 
Balow’s pages without any strong 
conviction that, should the neces- 
sity arise, Germany would 0t 
readily trample on others, It ‘s, 
at all events, abundantly clear that 
whenever any German interest is 
invo'ved no moral obstacles will be 
allowed to stand in the way of 
furthering German views by ll 
the resources of a diplomacy which 
not overscrupulous supported ivy 
vligious force in the backyround.”” 
This estimate was formed and ex- 
pressed long befor» the outbreak 
of war, and roused the wrath of 
critics who thought better of Ger- 
many. Events have amply proved 
who was right. 
THE FUTURE OF LONDON. 

For many years past Hamburg, 
Bremen Antwerp and Rotterdam 
have been drawing to themselves a 
large portion of the shipping trate 
which seeks a market for goods 
and is not merely concerned with 
the transit of goods already sold. 
How far this process might have 
continued to the detriment of Lon- 
don is a matter of opinion. ‘The 
experts, as usual, were — divided 
into two classes, the croakers and 
the optimists, each armed — with 
masses of statistics proving contra- 
dictory contentions.

Inquiries in Java as to whether 
the wooden tablet was still in ex- 
istence, disclosed the fact that the 
old fortress at Anjar had been des- 
royed by the eruption of Mount 
Krakatan in 1883 and after the 
eruption some stones were found in 
the ricefields close by and had been 
removed to a kind of shed in the 
European Cemetery at Anjer. One 
of these stones was found to be 
Colonel Catheart’s. The matter was 
brought to the notice of the present 
Earl Cathcart who gave permission 
for it to be brought to Shanghai 
and erected in the Cathedral. ‘The 
stone, which is of dark slate 6-ft. 
6-in. by 3-ft. bears the arms of the 
Catheart family and a Latin inscrip- 
tion setting forth the good qualities 
of the Ambassador.

BAD CHARACTERS 
IN SHANGHAI. 


CHINESE CRIMINAL’S VIEW 
OF THE SETTLEMENT. 
The number of Chinese robbers 
and other bad characters in Shang- 
hai hae frequently been the subject 
of comment both in the European 
and Chinese press. This was par 
ticularly so towards the close of 
last year when, it will be remem- 
bered, murders, robberies and oth- 
er crimes occurred with for more 
regularity than one cares to recall. 
The vigilance of the police authori- 
ties had the effect of suppress! 
the criminals for the time Leing, 
but the question of lawles:ness 1 
the two Settlements has again be- 
come prominent on account of she 











criminals who are known to be 
“working” here. 
We learn on reliable authority 


that over # thousand such men are 
in Shanghai at present, having 
come from ‘Tsingkiangpu. 
Kiangpei and other districts north 
of the Yangtze. These places are 
notorious as being overrun with 
robbers, whose existence depends 
upon the commitment of orimes. 
With the arrival of these men in 








Joubtless under the impression 
that just now the settlements pro- 
vide comparatively safe places for 
their deeds, or at least that they 
are much safer than in their ows 
districts. It is true that the ms 
jority of them are from the lowest 
‘classes, but it is equally true that 
they are led by men who cannot ny 
any means be included in this cate- 
gory. The name of one very noted 
robber leader, Kou Hung-shan, is 
given, with the further inform. 
tion that the man is hiding in ‘he

The severity and the form of 
punishment which should be meted 
out to robbers arrested in Shang- 
hai is an interesting point which 
has been raised. Upon arrest, aot 
a few of them put forward the 
plea that they are political offend 
ers, and by so doing obtain the 
dulgence of the Court to a much 
greater extent than they deeerve.

MONGOL OBSTINACY AT THE 
CONFERENCE. 


From Our Chinese Correspondent. 
Peking, Nov. 30. 
In order to dispel the suspicion 
roused by the Manchu plot the Im- 
perial Concubine Chin Fei, who is 
in charge of the boy ex-Emperor 
Hooan Tung, bas issued a Mandate 





which declares that since the incep- 
tion of the Republic of China in 
1912, the Manchu Imperial Family 
thas been favourably and kindly 
treated by the Republican Govern- 
ment in every respect. In spite of 
the unusual financial stringency of 
the country, the fixed annual al- 
Towance of Tis. 4,000,000 has been 
regularly paid by the Ministry of 
Finance under the special orders of 
President Yuan, while on the other 
hand the Manchu population, 
which has been a heavy burden to 
the country for nearly three hun- 
dred years, is still receiving its 
monetary allowance from the Cen- 
tral and Provincial Governments 
without interruption. Hence there 
ig no reason for the Imperial Man- 
chu Family to seek reinstatement 
to power which was voluntarily 
handed over to the Republic. 


‘The Kiakhta Conference. 

It is reported among Chinese 
officials that owing to the obstinate 
attitude of the delegate in the con- 
ference ovr the suzerain rights of 
the Chinese Republic stipulated 
for in the Russo-Chinese Agree- 
ment of 1913 about the autonomy 
of Outer Mongolia, and the failure 
of the friendly mediation of the 
Russian delegate, direct negotia- 
tions are in progresy between 
China and Russia without the 
participation of the Urga delegate. 

The Chinese Press expresses 
great satisfaction at this news, be- 















cause against the joint efforts of 
Russia and China, the unreason- 
able Urga Hutuktu and his au- 





thorities can never offer any real 
resistence, while on the other hand 
the Republic of China will be 
glad to bring this difficult and 
anomalous Mongolian que-tion to a 
speedy conclusion. 

Henew both Mr, Pi Kuei-fang 
and Mr. Cheng Lu will return to 
Peking fron Kinkhta so. that. all 
questions concerning Outer Mon- 
golia may be discussed with the 
Russian Legation. Another report 
says that the future negotiations 
will be conducted between the Rus- 
sians and the Waichiaopu diretly. 


Germany and China. 

Dr. Yen Mui-ching, Chinese 
Minister to Germany, has wired t> 
the Government to the effect that 
owing to the fall of Tsingtao, the 
policy of the German Government 
towards China will be completely 
changed. Dr. Yen gives a graphic 











description of what Germany will 
do if she emerges victorious in 
Europe and warns the Chinese 
Government to make preparations 
to meet the changed situation be-| 
forehand. 

This telegram was the subject of 
a conference between President 
Yuan, State Secretary Hsu - Shih- 
chang, Foreign Minister Sun Pao- 
chi and other high officials in the 
State Department on the 2th in- 
stant. The result of the con- 
ference is unknown. 


‘Japanese Troops in Shantung. 

The Governor of Shantung re- 
ports that the Japanese troops 
outside the German leased terri- 
tory are leaving their stations at 
Lungkow, Laichow and Kiaochow 
gradually for Japan. From this it 
is argued that the Japanese have 
no intention of staying in Chinese 
territory permanently and the so- 
called war zone can be cancel'ed 
after the final departure of the 
Tapancee forces. 

Regarding the Lungkow-Tsimo 
light railway and other military 
establishments, the Japanese have 
given no definite answer to the 
Chinese authorities in Shantung. 








AT THE TEMPLE OF 
HEAVEN. 


CELEBRATIONS OF THE 
WINTER SOLSTICE. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Peking, Dec. 2. 

The officials in charge of cere- 
monial affairs at the Presidential 
Palace are now busy preparing for 
the great function to take place at 
the Altar of Heaven at the Winter 
Solstice. I understand December 
23 will be the day upon which Pre- 
sident Yuan Shib-kai will give an 
account of his stewardship to 
Heaven, and prior to that date 
the whole ceremony will be care- 
fully rehearsed by those who will 
take conspicuous place in it. So 
far as can b> gathered foreigners 
will not be admitted, though there 
are many curious ones who will do 
their utmost to obtain a view of the 











distinctly unique spectacle of a 
President of a Republic performing! 
sacrifices which hitherto have been 
he iron-bound prerogatives of the 
Sons of Heaven. 


The Ancient Ritual. 

‘There will be some deviation from 
ceremony of the past, but, it is 
said, in minor detail only. 
Shib-kai will no doubt kneel on 
the centre stone of the Altar of 
Yeav n as many Emperors have 
reviously done, and if he follows 
he old solemn ritual he will face 
he north and “acknowledge in 
wrayer and by his position that he 
s inferiér to Heaven, and to 
Heaven alone.”

They are the troublers of the 
people, and, therefore, should b> 
put out of the way. No mercy 
should be shown them. 

Others suggest a milder course.

MINE-LAYING ON 
HIGH SEAS. 


DIGNIFIED PROTEST BY 
BRITISH GOVERMENT. 

H. M. Consulate General communicates 
to us - protest 
igainat German mine laying methods in 
the North Sea, which has been circulated 





lis Majesty's Government con- 
sider it their-duty to bring before 
the notice of the Government the 
practice which is being pursued by 
the German naval authorities in 
laying mines on the high seas on the| 
trade routes, not only to British but 
to neutral ports, and in furtherance 
of no definite military operation. 
His Majesty Government have 
reason to think that fishing vess2ls, 
possibly disguised as neutral, are 
employed for the purpose, and lay 
these mines under the pretence of 
following the ordinary vocations 
of fishing. Mines have been found 
in several cases as much as fifty 
miles from the coast. 

This practice has already resulted, 

ince the commencement of the war, 

in the destruction of eight neutral 
and seven British merchant and 
fishing vessels, so far as at present 
ascertained, with the loss of some 
ty Ih of neutral and non-com- 
tant persons. 

‘The practice of laying minee in- 
disoriminately and in large numbers 
‘on the high seas, entirely regardless 
of the dangers to peaceful shipping, 
is in flagrant violation of the ac- 
cepted principles of international 
























law and contrary to the primary 
dictates of humanity. It is also in 
direct contradic! the 
language of Baron Marechall von 


Bieberstein, who, as First German 
delegate at the Peace Conference of 
spoke as follows :— 









“We do not intend, if 1 may employ 
‘n expression used by the British  de- 
‘ogate, 'to sow mines in profusion on 
very sea’... We do not hold the 
‘pinion’ that’ everything which ig not 
xpressly forbidden is permitted.”

gun, “Tommy” had many thril- 
ling stories of the veldt campaign, 
but with all that experience to 
book, he has gone to Franos to dis- 
cover the old campaign ‘a pi 
compared with the new, 
erstwhile foo almost a friend _ by 
‘comparison with the fierce legions 
of the Kaiser. 

“The Boor war was a tame affair 
compared with this,” says » note 
soribbed in the trenches. “It's a 
‘do’ to a finish this time,” is the 
sentiment running like a refrain 
through every letter, and “Tommy” 
has obviously settled down to his 
task with grim seriousness, the kind 
of determination which" inspires

LIFE AND CONFIDENCE 
REVIVING EVERYWHERE. 





greatest war in history has been 
in progress, chiefly on French ‘er- 


ritory, for over two months, Two 
immense armies are in con- 
tact only sixty or seventy mil 








away. Many thousands of families 
must be racked with anxiety as to the 
fate of their men. Employment is 
searce and the winter is coming on.

The s-nsation of 
being able to cross the boulevard 
without imminent risk to life and 
limb is most agreeable. It takes 
one back to the days when there

and cafés 
still have to close at eight o’clock 
and the restaurants at but 
this has its advantages. It saves 
some people quite a lot of money. 

Though meat is rather poor in 
quality, it has never been scarce 
since the war began. Food in gen- 
al remains plentiful. The price of 
bread is unchang2d; mi'k costs 3d. 
& quart, good butter Is. 6d. a 
pound; potatoes from 1}d. a pound, 
and so on. 

Fruit has seldom been so cheap 
and good. Excellent pears are 
easily obtainable at twopence a 
pound, and only a few days ago I 
bought strawberries- October !— 
at sixpence a pound. They were 
small but very swe2t and quite good. 
They come from the suburbs of 
Paris, whre the fruit-growers have 
stuck to their work undisturbed by 
the danger of interruption from the 
‘enemy. 

Plenty of lower-sellers are about, 
offering roses and the first chrysan- 
themums of th: season, which add 
a welcome touch of colour to the 
streets, As the gencral revival de- 
pends largely upon the revival of 
business, without which there can be 
little money in circulation, it is satis- 
factory to note various signs of im- 
provement. Postal deliveries ar2 
becoming less laborious, and two of 
the railway companies have resumed 
the conveyano> of goods. Many 
factories in various parts of France 
will reopen as soon as they have 
‘some assurance of being able to send 
their goods to the consuming cent- 
res. The president of the Paris 
Chamber of Commerce expresses the 










































outburst of activity as soon as it 
is known that the enemy has been 
again compelled to retire. The news 
that Presid2nt Poincaré is paying a 
visit to the front shows how much 
the military position has improved, 
and is decidedly encouraging. 


Official News and Rumours. 

As to what is really happening 
along the immense line of battle on 
which the destinies of Europe are 
at stake, we know only what can be 
gleaned from th: two daily 
communiquér, issued at three o'clock 
in the afternoon and eleven o'clock 
at night, Sometimes a communiqué 
fills ten or fiftern lines of print, but 
such loquacity is rare. The most 
exciting statements are that at such 
and such a part of the front the 
‘enemy has tried to attack in force, 
or that larg> bodies of troops have’ 
‘been seen advancing in such and 
‘such a neighbourhood, and 80 on. 

‘The natural outcome of this scar- 
city of information is a luxuriant 
crop of rumours, originating no one 
knows where. Last week the air 
was full of stories of a great victory 
for the allies. General von Kluck 
and his staff had been captured. 
together with great numbers of 
troops—about 48.000 men, said the 
enthusiastic propagators of ‘the 
story. Then the figure dwindled 
down to 40,000, next to 10,000 and 
finally the great victory dissolved 
into thin air. The only foundation 
for it was that three trains full of 
prisoners had been brought into th> 
neighbourhood of Paris prior to con- 
veyance to concentration camps :n 
the south. Thes> prisoners totalled 
3,500 and included one general, but 
he was not von Kluck. 

This week we have stories of 
Germans breaking through. This 
is because a communiqué mention :d 
that the allies had yielded ground 
in one or two places. So we fe:d on 
imagination instead of the realities 
which it is not considered good for 
us to know. 

Tn the way of partial aspects of 
the situation we hav: the stories of 
officers and men who drift in from 
the front, either wounded or on 
missions of various kinds. They, 
of course, see only their own little 
corn’r of the battlefield, but they 
all seem convinevd that the Germans 
in the trenches are discouraged and 
know they are playing a losing 
game, wher:as the French and 
British are full of fight. 


Huns and Savages. 

In the chaos of contradictions, one 
fact stands out very  clearly- the 
ruthlessness of German war 
methods. ‘Their commanders svem 
to act like feudal barons who did as 
they pleased and gave no account 
to anyone. They revenge th2m- 
selves for military defeats by doing 
wanton damage to the property of 
non-combatants, as, for instance, 
at Albert, an und-fended town in

magnificent nor war, but just spite 
fuiness, unless, which one would 
rather not think, it is part of » 
deliberate plan to lay waste as much 
of their en2my’s country as possible. 
No wonder the French call the 
Germans “Huns” and “barbarians.” 
The same spitefulness shows itedlf 
in smaller matters. On can under- 
stand an invading army occupying 
private houses and helping iteell to 
the best, but why defile everything! 
There ar: innumerable instances 
of dirt deposited on bedding, on 
valuable furniture, in kitehen uten- 
sils, ete., in chateaux and smaller 
houses alike.

Is this 
kind of thing the fruit of “culture 
If so let us pray to remain in our 
Gallic or Anglo-Saxon stupidity.

A brief programme was gone 
through during the morning, Dr. 
Wu Ting-fang being in the chair. 
In wishing the Bank every success, 
Dr. Wu characterized the occasion 
as a very interesting one. China was 
in a state of transition. There were 
many things for her to do. On the

Embezzlement of Military Bonds. 
‘The charge against these officials 
is one of embezzlement of what are 
known as eight per cent. mili 
bonde. Chen Teh-chuan, who is 
really ill, is not in Peking, but be 
has expressed his willingness to 
abide by the decision of the Court 
as made in the case of Ying Teh- 
hing. The latter declares that there 
is nothing in the charge preferred 
against him, and he fearle sly en- 
ough came to the Capital to stand 
trial, All the same his prosecu- 
tors assert they have sufficient evi- 
dence to convict him, and it will 
be curious to see if the ex-Tutuh 
will make any particular haste to 
reach Peking if the Court decide

THE BATTLE OF 
THE BOOKS. 


A LAW FOR THE PROTECTION 
OF COPYRIGHT! 

A small item, but one of very con- 
siderable importance appears among 
the Presidential Mandates issuing 
from Peking on the 4th instant, 


announcing: “The copyright | law, 
paseed by the Tsan 
hereby promulgated.” A copy of 


the new law will be awaited with 
great interest in Shanghai, where 
the question of the infringement of 
copyright has for long been a sub- 
ject of discussion and dispute. 
Of recent years an immense de- 
mand for educational books has 
sprung up in China, more especially 
for books of the class used in the 
elementary schools at home, and 
originally the supply came almost 








. Naturally, Chinese print- 
ing houses sought a share of this 


new and rapidly developing 
book trade, but it is doubt- 
ful whether many cases could 
be quoted in which the 


native printer has not depended 
for his text books upon piracy, 
open and undisguised, but still 
piracy to an extent extremely 
damaging to the foreign publisher. 

‘Compaints have been made to thi 
Chinese authorities from time to 
time, and proclamations have been 
issued, the latest of these, issued by 
the District Magistrate of Shanghai 
in March, 1913, condemning piracy, 
and threatening punishment to per- 
sons who might print a book in 
question— Big People and Little of 
Other Lands.”” But these proclam- 
ations have been without radical 
effect in preventing piracy. Native 
curiosity about the big and little

people of other lands being now 
bed aroused, the demands of the 
Chinese general reader are incress- 
ing and as the local book trade well 
knows, Chinese printers and pub- 
lishers are ready to avail themselves 
of any foreign model suitable to the 
new purposes, without troubling 
themselves sbout copyright. 


A Rotable Case. 

The position of the foreign pub- 
lis! and booksellers and of the 
‘copier of the foreign model 
is well illustrated by s case heard 
by the Mixed Court in April, 1911, 
the plaintiffs being Messrs. Ginn & 
Co., an American firm, and the de- 
fendants the Commercial Press Oo. 
of Shanghai, the largest and most 
enterprising publishing house in 
China, and probably in the whole 
East. The book then in question 
was 8 volume called “A General 
History for Colleges and High 
Schools,” copied word for word by 
the defendant firm, with the same 
mape and illustrations, the same 
number of pages, and the same 
number of words on each page, but 
with of course an appreciable dif- 
tncence k in prioe. 






gistration of Trade Marks (the 
Customs), but this proved to be o 
useless ity. During the bear- 
ing of the case, it was said on be- 
half of the defendants that they 
had branches in eighteen or twenty 
provines of China, supplied nearly 
all the schools with books, and had 
besa commended by the Board of 
Education for their work. This 
shows clearly the importance attach- 
ing to any infringement of copy- 
right, and the extent of financial 
interests affected. 


‘No Liability Admitted, 

It was argued for the defendants 
that considerations of public wel- 
fare compelled them to issu2 educa- 
tional books in the cheapest pos- 
sible form, and one gathers that the 
publishers looked for # sympathetic 
attitude on the part of the English- 
speaking countries. Much more im- 
portant was the contention that 
there was nothing in international 
copyright to prevent their publish- 
ing books in the manner complain- 
ed of, nor anything in Chinese law 
which made them liable for so doing. 

This view has apparently been 
adhered to, and the publication of 
books originally produced in Eng- 
land and America goes on without 
any attempt at concealment. Sever- 
al. foreign publishing houses are 
suffering severely in consequenos of 
this, but there is one instance 
where native competition has been 
successfully challenged, or very 
nearly so, by a foreign publishing 
house. Messrs. McMillan are pro- 
ducing small, elementary text books 
at an extremely low price, although 
the books, in English and Chinese, 
are printed in London. 
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Trade Mark Analogy. 

Up to the present, tentative rules 
‘and proclamations have been quite 
ineffective to stop infringements of 
copyright, and the stab: of the law 
has been such that the native houses 
are probably right in their conten- 
tion that they are not liabls legally. 
But, as has been pointed out, un- 
restricted piracy of this sort would 
involve anarchy in the business 
world wer2 it extended to foreign 
trade marks. Foreign pulfishers 
have at present practically no 
remedy, certainly none which can 
be legally enforced, and therefore 
the announcement that a copyright 
law has been promulgated is of very 
considerable importance to them. 

‘Ths Manchu Government were 
supposed to havo the matter in 
hand, and to have submitted 4 
draft of such laws to the National 
Assembly, but the outbreak of re- 
volution put an end to the scheme, 
and nothing has been heard of it 
until now. 








SONS BY ADOPTIO: 
THEIR RIGHTS IN LAW. 


INTERESTING CASE AT 
MIXED COURT. 

‘A very interesting point in Chin- 
eso law was argued at the Mixed 
Court on Monday afternoon, in the 
case of Soo Keng-cheng v. S00 
Keng-yi and Soo Keng-jen. It re- 
lated to the rights of an adopted 
son, and the plaintiff asked for an 
an order declaring that he was 
an adopted son of the late E00 Teb- 
piao, formerly a well known Ningpo 
merchant doing business in piece 
and other foreign goods in Shang- 

ai. 

Mr. 8. Fessenden appeared for the 
plaintiff, and Mr, W. R. Brandt re- 
presented the defendants. 

Mr, Fessenden said that at the 
Inst hearing it was arranged that 
they should argue, assuming as a 
matter of fact that it had been estab- 
lished that the plaintiff was a 

ming-ling ” son, whether he would 
have any property rights in the 
estate of his deceased foster father 
by virtue of the ‘‘ming-ling ” adop- 
tion, It was well known to the 
Court that for centuries the social— 
political unit in China had been that 
of the family, and that all matters 
of inheritance were determined, in 
the main, by blood relation. “He 
found upon examining the Chinese 
law that the various forms of Chin- 
ese adoption had come to be recog- 
nized both in law and custom. 
There were three forms of adoption 
known and practised in China. 
The first was “kuo chi, 
second “ming-ling” and the third 
“kuo fang.” The “kuo chi” or 
ching chi adopted son, was an 
adopted son of the same fai 
name, either from a near or a dis- 
tant relative of the same clan, and

he must live with the adopter. The 
“mingling” son was an adopted 
son of a different family name, 
‘and this form could be sub-divided 
into classes, viz., an adopted son of 
a different family name, who was 
‘a favourite of the adopter or adop- 
ters, irrespective of his age at the 
time of his adoption. He must live 
in the family into which he is adopt- 
ed. An adopted son of this class 
may return to his own family under 
certain conditions. Th> second 
class was an adopted foundling 
under three years of age, whose 
own family name may or may not 
be known to itself or to its adopter. 
‘The plaintiff belonged to that parti- 
cular class. He must be given the 
family name of the adopter, and in 
no circumstances would he be al- 
Jowed to return to bis family. In 
other words, he could not be cast 
off by the family into which be was 
adopted, except for serious miscon- 
duct. He was entitled to a reason- 
able, though not equal share of the 
property in accordance with the 
Chinese law. ‘The ‘“kuo fang” 
adopted son, was an adopted son 
from a different family name, for 
the purpose of showing closer rela- 
tions of two families, or showing 
favoritism of the adopter to the 
adoptee. An adopted son of thi 
form need not change his own sur- 
name, and need not live in the 
family into which he was adopted. 

Mr. Fessenden read lengthy ex- 
tracte from the Ta Tsing Lu Li. 
In 1911 the Chinese Government, 
under the old réginr appointed 
certain Chinese lawyers to draft a 
civil code. In that reference 
was made to the law of succession. 
Since the establishment of the Re- 
public, a new criminal code bad 
bezn promulgated and enforced, and 
it superseded the criminal portion 
‘of the Ta Tsing Lu Li revised in 
1910. A foundling adopted under 
thre: years of age was entitled to a 
reasonable share of the family pro- 
perty. He went a step further, and 
said that even if a “ming ling” 
adopted son was cast off, owing to 
his disobedience, he was to 
allowed to take with him any pro- 
perty to which he was entitled or 
given and that, in certain cireum- 
stances, he was given a share of 
property, equal to that given to » 
eal son. The rights of  “ ming- 
ling” adopted son were very much 
stronger in law. 

‘Mr. Fan Wei gave certain Chinese 
court decisions, which be submitted 
could be taken as precedents by the 
Mixed Court. 

Mr. Brandt said that that was a 
case in which the plaintiff claimed 
to be the adopted son of Soo Teh- 
piao and was claiming certain 

















was now the property of the real 
sons. There were three points to 
be settled: (1) What were the 
(2) 
were those legal rights to be deter- 
mined by any action, cither of the! 
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father or the adopted son, and (3) 
did the rights of the adopted son 
against the adoptive father (if any) 
extend against the heirs of the 
father after his death. In the 
Chines> law there appeared to be 
no provision at all with regard to 
eventualities after the death of aq 
adoptive father. 

‘The Assessor (Mr. GrantJones) 
said there was a provision in 
Chinese law for the adoption by 
solemn form, but in that case the 
adoption took no such form. The 
Court was of the opinion that the 
son adopted—as the plaintiff was— 
was entirely dependent upon the 
will of his father. There was a 
moral obligation on the father to 
provide for the son, but the amount 
rested with the father. ‘They were 
therefore against the plaintiff.

CHINA’S FINANCES. 


SUCCESS OF INTERNAL 








LOAN. 
From Our Chinese Correspondest, 
Peking, Dec. 4. 


In order to dispel misunderstand- 
ings about the success of the first 
internal loan of — 816,000,000, the 
Ministry of Finance has issued an 
official statement showing that the 
total amount subsoribed the 
Chinese masses was $23,820,000 out 
of which the Bank of Communica- 
tions put through $6,180,000. In 
view of the dislocation of trade in 
China caused by th> European wat, 
President Yuan is highly satisfied 
with the result, which shows the 
Chinese masses know the general 
situation of their Country and that 
the Government can count upon 
their financial assistance in time of 
need. 

Owing to the establishment of the 
Hsinhua Savings Bank for the slr 
‘of Premium Bonds to the amount 
of $10,000,000 every year, the ides 
of raising ‘a second internal loan is 
now shelved. 


The Kiaochow-Tsinan Railway 

The Japanese Liaotung “ Hin. 
wen” of the 22nd instant, printed 
‘an article written by the leader of 
the Japanese Nationalist Party 
dealing with the restoration of 
Tsingtao to China and the perman- 
ent occupation of the Kiaochow- 
Tsinan railway. Regarding the 
German leased territory, the writer 
(who is one of the most influential 
politicians in Tokio) is of opinion 
that if the restoration will promote 
good and friendly relations between 
Japan and China then the port 
should be handed back to its right 
ful owner conditionally. When the 
right time comes for the restoration 
of Tsingtao to China, Japan should 
consider everything very carefully 
lest such restoration should endan- 
ger the peace and order of Fast 
Asia. 
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With reference to the Kiaochow- 
‘Tsinan railway, the writer quotes 
the cession of the South Manchuria 
railway to Japan by Russia, point- 
ing out that even if there are private 
shares in the Kiaochow-Tsinanfu 
line, it is thet business of the Ger- 
man Government to purchase them 
from tho shareholders like the Rus- 
sians and then cede them to Japan. 
If a strong diplomatic attitude is 
adopted by Japan, it will be very 
easy to compel Germany to do this. 


‘Mining. Rights. 

With regard to the German min- 
ing and railway rights secured from 
China, the writer persuades the 
Japanese Government to pay more 
attention to their complete acquire- 
ment for they are more finportant 
than the port of Tsingtao if Japan 
really aims at uprooting and smash- 
ing German interests and influence 
in East Asia. Chinese should per- 
haps be permitted to participate in 
the development of theas mining 
and railway enterprises.

CAPTURING 
GERMAN 
COMMERCE. 


WHAT THIS REQUIRES IN 
CHINA’S CASE. 


From a Correspondent, 

It is hardly possible to open a 
paper these days without coming 
across the above phrase in one form 
or another. “The Government is 
informing merchants of the class of 
goods required here or there” and 
“exhibitions are being arranged— 
for manufacturers—of various arti- 
cles which have been almost, if rot 
wholly, sapplied hitherto by Ger- 
mane and Austrians, 

It the desized end is to be attain- 
ed I venture to think the idea un- 
derlying each of the above quota- 
tions must be carried out to the ful- 
lest extent. 


Study Local Demands, 

In the first place the demands of 
the various markets must be met. 
Hitherto the British merchants have 
not really studied these, but have 
produced certain articles and said 
in effect: “You can either take or 
leave them." Needless to say, such 
an attitude will not tend to trade 
expansion. We should resent it 
ourselves, so it would be wise for 
us’ to observe the golden rule even 
in its negative form. I remember 
being with a friend in a Chinese 
shop in Shanghai some time ago, 
when the shopkeeper said, “That? 
my price. You can take it or leave 
it” and my friend said afterwards 
“That was rough. I was rever 
spoken to by a Chinese in that way 
before.” 

Some twenty years ago in inland 
cities practically all the oi) lamps 
were British made. A few years 
later German and Austrian lamps 

















ousted the British, and later still 
these have been ousted again by 
lamps of Japanese make. Hardly 


any of the European countries are 
represented inland nowadays. What 
is the reason of this change? It is 
simply that the Japanese have 
gauged the Chinese disposition 
more accurately than the others. 
Showy Rather than Solid. 

The Chinese as a nation will buy 
buy half-a-dozen cheap showy arti- 
cles rather than one substantial 
thing. There are two reasons for 
this. First, so many articles are 
bough) forathe Wession or for_pre- 
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sents, 80 & good show is required, 
and af that oan be done at little 
outlay, all the better. Secondly, 
the things bought or received as 
presents are left to the care of ser- 
vants who know little or nothing 
about the way of handling them and 
they are thus soon spoiled. I have 
procured » large number of foreign 
articles for my wealthy Chi 
friends, and have invariably found 
them elect the cheaper, showy 
kinds, T also know of houses of 
‘wealthy people where thousands of 
dollars worth of foreign articles are 
stacked away in a loft as useless. 
The servants have pottered with 


them and spoilt them before the] it 


owners have used them or got ready 
to use them. For instance, 
ae and outéts, as well as bicycles 
and sewing machines—to mention 
only a few—are in 
rooms. 

For the interior of China for 
many years to come, cloth, rugs, 
lamps and most other articles must 
be both cheap and showy. The 
British manufacturer and mer- 
chants have prided themselves on 
the superiority of their products. 
For the prevent they must make: 
articles of inferior quality and more 
showy, or the so-called capture of 
‘the commerce will not be accom- 
plished. 


British Postal Ignorance. 
The Government iteelf must be 
more flexible in ite methods and 
do as well as talk. One way ia to 
provide greater postal faclities, and 
& more correctly informed postal 
staff. . 
In February I asked a friend to 
send out some seeds by the Siberian 
parcels post. He wrote that he haJ 
no end of trouble to get the parcel 
posted. Yet he lived within a few 
miles of the Bank of England and 
had two daughters in the London 
Post Office. A few weoks ago my 
son wrote: “The Post Office say 
they cannot guarantes the delivery 
of books in Ohina, so you will have 
to wait.” How often have wo had 
this phrase written out to China? I 
replied to my son, saying, I was 
not aware that the Post Office 
guaranteed to deliver letters oven 
in Britain unless they were register- 
ed, and suggested that the phrase 
ought to have a decent burial after 
80 long a period of service. 
Then again parcels ought to he 
issible in longer ‘engths than 
1 Union limit. In_ this 
respect China is far ahead of Bri- 
tain, for although the length limit 
is printed on their schedules, it is 
the practice of the post office to take 
longer parcels at a little higher 
rate. I know silk and satin dea’- 
ers in the interior, where transit is 
unsatisfactory, get these long rolls 
sent by parcels post.

THE EMDEN’S LAST 
ADVENTURE. 


VIVID STORY BY TELEGRAPH 
CHIEF AT COCOS.

arrive Mf the Sydney in readiness to 
aot te Ait cotear of te boldest, 
and most enterprising veasel in the Ger 
man navy, and public thanks are due to 
every member of the stall for s mot 
juable public service, Tho following 
‘are the most interesting portions of the 
report -— : 

At 5.50 a.m. on the 9th, I was in 
formed that a warship with four 
funnels was steaming for the ea 
trance betwesn Horsborough and 
Direction Islands. Quickly inver 
tigating and finding that the fourth 
funnel was palpably canvas, I found 
Mr. La Nauze and instructed him 
to proceed immediately to the wire 
less hut and to put out a general 
call to ths effect that there was 8 
‘ange warship in our vicinity, ask- 
ing for assistance and signalling ow 
naval code. At the same time I 
proceeded to the office and sent 
services, as previously instructed, 
to London, Adelaide, Perth and 
Singapore. The Emden, for such 
she turned out to be, came in at 8 
great speed, nearly as far as our 
outer buoy, where she wheeled and 
disclosed an armoured launch and 
two heavily manned boats under her 
counter. They were immediately 
slipped and speeded straight for the 

tty. Through a glass we managed 
inguish four machine guns, 
two in the launch and one in the 
bow of each boat. This information 
8 conveyed to the aforementioned 
stations and I personally told Sis- 
gapore that it was the Emden. 

So quick had been their move: 
ments, evidently with the hope of 
rushing our wireless, that the slip 
of the last mentioned services was 
passing through the autos wheo 
they entered the office. In the 
meantime Mr. La Nauze was put 
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ting out the call. I returned to the 
wireless hut where he informed me 
that the Emden and her collier the 
Buresk were endeavouring to inter- 
rupt him. I instructed him to con- 
tinue the ‘‘call,”” ae the fact of 
forcing the two ships to use their 
strong Telefunken notes could only 


have been regarded as a matter for | 


suspicion if packed up by a warship. 
I stood at the corner of the hut to 
assume r-sponsibility for the use 
of the wireless, until an officer and 
some half-dozen blucjackets order- 
ed us to desist, and leave. Armed 
guards ran to all buildings and the 
office was taken possession of in 
force, the staff ordered out. 


Wireless Blown Up. 





Lieutenant von Muecke, in charge | 


‘of the landing party, was exceed- 
ingly agrseable. He informed me 
that he had landed three officers 
and forty men and his instructions 
were to destroy th: cable and wire- 
Jess stations, Further than this, he 
said, they would not go, and’ all 
private property would be respect- 
ed. He instructed me to collect the 
staff and take them to a place of 
safety as he was blowing up the 
wireless mast. Three charges had 
to be fired before it fell. The 
mainmast was considerably damag- 
ed, the topmast appears unburt, and 
a short length is broken off the top- 
gallant-mast.

Ths only question I 
was asked was the whereabouts of 
the cable ends; the answer ‘in the 
sea” appeared to satisfy them as 
I was not pressed. Whilst all the 
damage was being done ashore the 
launch was searching the foreshore 
for our cable. 

Later they raised Perth which 
they experienced very great diffi- 
culty in cutting and which was one 
of the causeo of their not getting 
aboard the cruiser. The cut was 
made about three hundred yards 
from the jetty. At about 845 a.m. 
the Emden steamed in again and 
made frantic endeavours to recall 
her boats using both ber flags and 
syren. The launch appeared to be 
unwilling to give up her cable and 
some delay ‘was experienced in get- 
ting her in and the men aboard. 
Lieut. von Muecke shook hands 
with me on leaving and apologized 
for having had to blow up our 
small engineer’s store owing to 
there being a roll of electric light 
cable there and hoped the flames 
would not spread. All the men 
were looked over for loot and » few 
minutes later put out ta rejoin 
their ship. The office was left in a 
terrible state and it was difficult 
even to effect an entrance, 











Battle Seen From the Shore. 

After the departure of the boats 
I requested the staff to have break- 
fast and then help in clearing up 
and finding out exactly how we 
stood. The time was about 9.30 
a.m. We had scarcely reached our 
hous:s when a report w: 






ing from the eastward, 
same time it was noticed that the 
Emden had raised her anchor and 
was standing out to sea. Getting 
on to the barrier, a cruiser was seen 
coming up at a great rat» stoking 
heavily and enveloped in a cloud 
of black smoke. It was only an 
occasional glimpse now and then 
which showed her to b> a four- 
funnel light cruiser, which we in- 
correctly assumed to be the New- 
casti>, Coming out of the entrance 
the Emden fired immediately and 
we were afterwards informed that 

sh*lls landed in both of the Sydney's 
controls, breaking one of their 
range finders, The reply was in- 
stantaneous and a very picturesqu> 
battle started at a range of about 
3,700 yards and within a mile or so 
of the barrier. 

The Emden worked her guns 
splendidly and seemed to be firing 
continuously. Her shells were 
plainly visible cutting through the 
black smoke of the Sydney and she 
appeared to be making very good 
shooting. The Sydney, on th 
other hand, having to pick up her 
range by gun fire was at first 
somewhat handicapped, her shells 
landing over or short of the other 
cruiser and apparently somewhat 
astern. They had no doubt under- 
estimated her speed as she was 
travelling at a big rate. This, how- 
ever, was speedily rectified and 
getting out of range of the Emden’s 
guns, she hit her frequently. The 
latter soon lost # funnel and almost 
immediately a mast, followed by 
another funnel and she was seen to 
be burning astern, with an 
of white steam from her side. 
two ships then passed the horizon 
and were lost to sight. We after- 
wards }earnt that to avoid sinking 
she ran for the reef at North Keel- 
ing burning furiously. 


Emden Makes a Good Fight, 

Captain Glossop told me that at 
first the Emden’s shooting and the 
quality of her shells were both ex- 
cellent but rapidly deteriorated. 
The Sydney was steaming at 96 
knots and the Emden 2%. There is 
no question but that the Emden 
made avery good fight. I was in- 
formed that one of the Sydney's 
six inch sbells struck a gun and 
carried it overboard with its whole 
crew. Captain Glossop informed 
me that although on the reef and 
with only one gun left she refused 
to haul down her colours and he 
was regretfully compelled to con- 
tinue firing. After the third shot 
or salvo, as the case might be, a 
man went aloft and struck her 
colours.

‘The landing party had meanwhile 
returned, and the German flag was 
hoisted. I was asked to get the 
men together and it was explained 
to them that they were under Ger- 
man martial law and that any at- 
tempt to communicate with the 
enemy would bring about drastic 
All fire-arms had to 
be given up and the staff were put 
under an armed guard. When 
Lizut. von Muecke came up he ex- 
plained that if the Emden did not 
return before evening he would 
take th: schooner Ayesha and leave 
the island, He required provisions 
which he said would be returned or 
paid for later, and asked for any 
old clothes for his men. He allow- 
ed us full liberty and allowed me to 
lock up my office, the station2ry, 
ete. It was only now, when the 
officers were too busily engaged in 
provisioning the schooner to pro: 
perly look after their men, that a 
good deal of petty pilfering went 
on and more damage was don: to 
the already destroyed office. 

At 6 p.m. they joined the Ay2sha, 
towing their two boats and being 
towed by the launch. The German 
flag was broken at th: peak and 
after giving three cheers for the 
staff and the compliment returned 
they stood out to sea in the dark. 
That same evening we got into com- 
munication with Batavia who an- 
swered our second or third short 
call. After reporting as much as 
was necessary, as we were tired 
out and working with candles in 
the midst of » chaos of broken 
glass, I closed for the night, telling

he Germans were, by request, 
good enough not to interfere with 
our refrigerating plant and the con- 
denser. Our large Inthe, unfortun- 
ately, was wantonly turned over 
and the gears broken, but I will re- 
port more fully on this tool when 
we have had time to look round. 

‘The enemy took away mattresses, 
pillows, cutkery, plate, and the 
greater part of our distilled water, 
and also one of the staff's dinghys. 
T hope to get a full list made out 
of everything commandeered at the 
earliest possible moment. Our 
stationery and slip cases were not 
touched and all eters and letter 
books are intact. 


Sydney Returns And Reports, 

On the 10th at daylight, H.M.A.8. 
Sydney anchored off the island and 
sent two boats towards the shore. 
The first had a white flag in the 
bows and was followed by an armed 
cutter. They were under ths im- 
pression that the landing party was 
still here. At the request of the 
officer, Lieut. Finlayson, I went off 
and reported fully to Capt. Glossop. 
He explained to me that the Emden 
was a perfect shamble and asked 
for the loan of our doctor with any 
assistants, and any medical stores 
we could spare. Dr. Ollerhead 
being willing to go, and Mr. Card- 
“wellyaaxiusytoyassist, they joined 
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the ship and proceeded to North 
Keeling. On their arrival, they 
found the wreck flying a huge white 
flag, and in a terrible state, it 
being almost impossible to get 
about her decks owing to the masses 
of tangled ironwork. Many of the 
wounds were already septic and in 
some cases were blown. She re- 
turned to Direction Island on th 
morning of the 1th, leaving two 
Germans with broken legs who 
were on the far side of the island 
to be picked up as she passed out, 
and having landed her passengers 
proceeded to sea. 

On the 10th, as the continual cut- 
ting in by Batavia would interfere 
with any attempt of passing traffic 
and noticing that the magnets of 
our White's recorder were still in- 
tact, I asked Mr. Cherry to hunt 
amongst the debris for a motor and 
any stray pieces of a paper stage, 














as we had both coils and batteries. |' 


With th: aid of screws, bits of wire 
and string we were able to arrange 
matters and had another  instra 
t working early on the 11th. 
Tt was difficult. to adjust and we 
were not able to report that we 
could pass traffic uninterruptedly

to clean up things and were desir: 
ous of helping in any way the 
possibly could. 

Dr. Ollerhead by going on to the 
roof to inspect the Emden's fourth 
funnel gave me the chance of put- 
ting out the wireless call without 
any wasted time; Mr. GH. K. La 
Nauze maintained the call und» 
very trying conditions; Mr. Pre 
shaw worked long hours erecting 
instruments and rewiring the cir- 
cuits; Mr. Griffin recovered — the 
Perth ends and straightened out 




































th» eable enabling us to make a 
short connexion; Mr. Cherry con- 
structed another instrument out of 
very unpromising material collected 
from the débris. 


Condition of the Sydney. 


We had a beautiful day for the 
battle, calm and bright, and it was 
very difficult to restrain oneself and 
the staff from cheering the _hits. 
The Sydney had boys aboard, I be- 
lieve thirty, who did splendidly and 
are the pride of the ship. One poor 
little chap was killed and another 
wounded. It was a remarkable 
incident that of the first shots fired 
by the Emden, a shell fell in either 
of the Sydney's controls, almost 
simultaneously. She had run in a 
little too close but speedily recti 
fied her error. It was hard to be- 
lieve that she was the ship that 
made such a terrible mess of the 
Emden, I believe she was hit six 
times but with the exception of a 
dint in her 2.5 inch belt, not deep=r 
than the palm of one’s hand, and 
the yellow straaks of the melinite 
fumes I saw no other damage. I 
suppose we were putting out our 
call for a quarter of an hour, first 
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“strange ship at entrance" and 
later “ Emden here.” The first was 
picked up but I have heard no men- 
tion of the s:cond.

Lieut, von Muecke a tall, plea- 
sant, well-built man, allowed me to 
do almost everything that I asked 
him and I am pleased to say that 
at my request he sent no one to 
Home Island.

He told me 
that the Emden had a complement 
of 300 men, of which forty were 
ashore, but later Dr, Ollerhead 
‘id that one of the survivors told 
him that she had 352 on board at 
the fight.

He 
further explained that it was the 
first time that he had been ashore 
for three months, except for seven 
minutes on “another island.”

‘The supervisors had been instruct- 
ed to detach men at intervals as 
lookonts from the office roof and 
that is how th» Emden was dis: 
overed. The Germans allowed 
their men no alcohol excepting what 
they stok, and none was taken 
away in the Ayesha, Excepting a 
very tiring, long day in a hot sun 
with next to nothing to eat we were 
not put to any great discomfort and 
any worry was discounted by the 
joy of being instrumental in eatch- 
ing the notorious Emden, The 
pleasure certainly predominated the 
pain, Tam glad to have been here 
and to have been able to do what 
we did, and I believe this is echoed 
by everyon. The Emden flew no 
colours and evidently hoped to find 
us asleep. As it was, they turned 
out quite a few men!

The idea of 
killing Mrs. Neumann occurred to 
me more than once. Tam an opium 
smoker and a gambler, and my 
wage of 810 is not sufficient for 
that, The home of my family in the 
country had been destroyed by the 
floods and at the end of last year 
I was ‘hard up.’ I spoke to the 
house boy (Tsu Sia-min) and sug- 
gested that it would be a good time 
to commit a robbery, master being 
sick in the hospital, and Mrs, Neu- 
mann being alone in the house. 1 
promised to give the boy part of 
the proceeds of the robbery if he 
would not ‘give me away.’ ” 

At this point, the accused inter 
posed with the statement that Tsu 
had mad» a false charge against 
him, and he retaliated by bringing

How the Crime was Committed. 

“T thought I could get a few 
dollars by the robbery,’ the sta 
“Tt was atso ar- 
ranged that the mafoo should have 
a share of the robbery, because h= 
“Liked money very much.’ T (Aug. 
ust”) said to Tsu ‘We will kill 
hor because of the discipline in the 
house, and master’s bad temper, 
which is such that the servants do 
not like him.’ I waited until Tsea 
Sin-die (the mafoo). gave — his 
‘annual banquet,’ so that he and 
the house-boy would be away and 
wern’d in the mat- 
ter. I was invited to the banquet, 
but did not attend, because T want 
ed to commit the deed that night. 
I got four men to assist me because 
I know the Mistress was a strong, 
powerful woman, Two of the men 
I spoke to were riesha  coolies 
whom I had often noticed outside 
ths shop, and the other two were 
mill hands. 


By arrangement, the four of them 
arrived outside the shop in Astor 
Road at 8.30 in the evening. I took 
them into the new building and they 
hid there, two under the new stairs 
and two in the refrigerating room. 
Then I went hom, returning after 
supper at 11.30. ‘The house-boy had 
not then come back from the ban- 
quet. The four coolies were still in 
hiding in the new building. One 
carried a small pair of scissors. T 
gave one of them a bread knife 
from the shop, which T had sharpen- 
ed on the previous day. The third 
coolis had an iron har, and the 
fourth a wooden one a little over a 
foot long. I was empty-handed. T 
led the way upstairs into Mrs. 
Neumann’s room, which we entered 
through the bath-room. Upon en- 
tering the room, I stretched out my 






















































ment awakensd her, and she got up 
immediately. 


‘Taking the Plunder, 

‘Then Wong (the man with the 
knite) quickly cut her down, and 
she fell on the bed. She got up 
again and struggled. Wong used 
tne knife again and cut her fingers. 
‘then Woo and Wong struck her 
down again and hacked at her with 
the knife with great strength and 
sh+ fell down on the floor. We 
used a searf to plug up her mouth 
when she cried out, and then we 
killed her, and covered up her body, 
and then opened the big and little 
sates and took out the things.

Eventually, we arranged to meet 
jat a tea-shop in Kashing Road to 
divide the things there. I strictly 
told them to take away the je 
lery so that the pol 
be hot upon the track, could not 

it. At 12.90 T hid my notes 
in a drain, because I 
knew the police would search my 
house. At 1 o'clock, we all left the 
house, climbing ov-r an iron gate 
at the back and there we separat- 
ed. I returned to the shop at 6.30, 
and pretended that I not know 
anything about the affair. I told 
the house'boy to call Mrs. Neu- 
mann, and when he told me she had 
been killed, I told him to fetch 
master.” 

Pieces of a plaid scarf were 
shown to the accused, being ap- 
parently the pieces with which Mrs, 
Neumann was gagged. “I have 
not seen them before” said the 
accused; and then he added: “T 
am quite willing to be shot. The 
house-boy has a grievance against 
me.”

The statement continued. “The 
police searched my house, but they 
did not find the money. It was 
under the stone floor. I met the 
four coolies at the tea shop, and a 
division of the things was agreed 
on, and I told them that it would 
bs dangerous to try to sell the 
jewellery and things in Shanghai.

Chief Det.-Inspector Armstrong 
informed the Court that he was pre- 
sent at the Arsenal Court on one 
occasion when the accused was 
brought up, and no pressure what- 
ever was brought to upon him, 

The accused: When foreigners 
come, they do not apply torture. 

A Chinese detective said that 
the statement made by prisoner was 
a voluntary one, and was made in

THE KIACHTA 
CONFERENCE. 





From Our Own Correspondent. 
Peking, Dec. 4 

s has had quite 
a lot to say of late with regard to 
the tripartite conference sitting at 
Kiachta in connexion with Russo- 
Sino-Mongolian questions. Most 
the comment has been that th 
conference has been abortive, an 
that the Chinese delegates ‘have 
suspended negotiations. This is 
not correct, Authoritative Chit 
ese state that the conference is 
proceeding satisfactorily; that 
several points have been agreed 
upon, and that the balance of the 
questions outstanding will be set 
tled in due course. Tt is a fact, 
however, that the Chinese dele- 
gates have endeavoured to secure 
consideration de nove of many of 
the questions embodied in the 
agreement originally signed —be- 
tween Russia and Mongolia, and 
later accepted by China, an action 
to which the Russian delegates 

demurred. At times a dead 
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lock has appeared inevitable, but 
before a crisis has been reached an 
adjustment of difference has been 
arranged. 

‘This attitude of the Chinese dele- 
gates does not, however, inspire 
the Russians with much hope of 
continued progress, and the feeling 
exists that unless the Chinese Gov- 
ernment definitely instructs its 
delegates to adhere strictly to dis 
cussion on the basis of the existing 
agreement the conference will go 
the way of the one recently held 
in Simla in connexion with  Tibe- 
tan affairs. 

It is interesting to note that in 
in October last the Russians and 
the Mongolians arrived at an 
agreement in connexion with _ the 
construction of railways. While 
the Russian Government recognizes 
the right of Mongolia to build 
railways within her own territory, 
it is stipulated that it shall be 
consulted by Mongolia as to what 
lines should be built and the pro- 
cedure to be followed in their con- 
struction. The Russian Govern- 
ment undertakes to render ade- 
quate help to the Mongolian Gov 
ernment whether the lines are 
financed by the Russian or Mon- 
golian Governments or by private 
persons. 

Consulations are to be held with’ 
regard to connexion between Mon- 
golian and Russian railway; and 
the Russian Government. is to be 
consulted before the Mongolian 




















Government gives any railway 
concession to any other ivr. 
eign national. In other woris 
Russia will be the dominant factor 
in deciding what railways shall be 
built in Mongolia and how they 
shall be built. 








AUSTRIA’S PLAN 
AGAINST SERVIA. 


THE LATEST IDEA OF 
CAMPAI 


The military critic of thy 
Vremya” bas written an interesting 
review of the Austro-Servian 
paign, with a forecast of future 
velopments. According to his view, 
the position of Servia at the end of 
November was “dangerous.” Upas 

uthoritative information, the writ 
erstates that Austria has decided 
to sacrifice some other position is 

rder to bring all her availabe 

forces to bear upon Servia, and t 
this end has removed all trxys 
from the Italian frontier. 

At the beginning of the wart 
were five Austrian army co 
operating against Servia, and x 
aning of November, besty 
re made good, and the 
was strengthened by the addi 
1 of two army corps, and spesl 
of artillery fro 
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Occupation at All Costs. 

A new battle front is to be form- 
ed, along the rivers Drin and Dan- 
ube, stretching from the frontier of 
Montenegro to the Rumanian fron- 
tier, the line being broken only by 
intervals of mountainous and diffi 
cult country. In Herzegovina, 
strenuous efforts aro being made to 
penetrate into the heart of Montene- 
gro, through the valley of Nikshich. 
‘At the same time, from Bosnia and 
Slavonia attacks are being directed 
upon the north-western part of 
Servis, Valjevo being the objective. 
From the Hungarian side attacks 
are being directed upon Nish, the 
Servian capital. 

Great efforts will be made to 
capture Prahova, a city on the 
Danube, and an important junction 
of Servian and Rumanian railways, 
the capture of which would cut off 
communication with Sorvia vid -he 
Danube. It is an essential of the 
campaign that Austrian troops 
should reach the frontier of Servia 
and Bulgaria, and this is looked 
‘upon as one of the most important 
factors of the campaign in the Bal- 
kans, ita effect being presumed to 
be that it would force Bulgaria to 
take sotion, threaten Rumania 
from the rear, act as a deterrent 
hostilities against Turkey, 
the Turks the moral sup- 
port of knowing that allies were ap- 
proaching their territory. 


The Political Effect. 

‘These reasons are considered to 
be of such importance that the plan 
of action by which it is hoped they 
will be realized is to be carried out 
in spite of the great difficulties con- 
fronting Austria in Galicia. The 
occupation of Servian  territo: 
even at great cost, and at the ri 
Austria’s position 
is considered by 
Austria to be the key of the cam- 
paign, both from the strategical and 
the political points of view. 

It has been proved by the whole 
action of the German army, the 
writer observes, that political rea- 
sons are sometimes the dominating 
factor in the calculations of the 
German military leaders, The 
movement on Warsaw, for example, 
had more political than military 
significance, Warsaw being the cen- 
tre of Polish life, but a town of no 
military importance. The capture 
of Warsaw was attempted 
«* moral effect,” and similar effects 
are looked for from the occupation 
of Sorvian territory. The writer 2on- 
cludes that while such an achieve: 
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ment would be a definite politi 
cal victory for Austria, it could not 
but disastrously affect the Austrian 
campaign in Galicia,

SOCIETY. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 

The 36th annual meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Chinese 
Tract Society was held on Decem- 
ber 9, 1914, in the home of the 
Rev. A. P. Parker, D. t 3 p.m. 

‘The chair was taken by the Vice 
President, the Rev. Dr. Parker, and 
som’ 92 foreign missionaries and 
Chinese Pastors, members of the 
Board of Trustees were present. 
The Hon. Treasurer's report show- 
ed that the total income of the so: 
ciety from all sources amounted to 
924,252.28, the total expenditure 
$19,111.25, leaving a balance in 
hand of 85,141.01. It was pointed 
out, however, that sum of 
84,000.00 drawn from the Building 
Fund was included in this amount. 
‘The actual balance being $1,140.01 
as compared with $2,004.23 for :he 
1912-1913 period. It should be noti- 
fied, however, that a sum of 86,997.- 
25 has been expended on printing 
new books and tract. The sum 
spent during the previous period 
being only 85,113.73. 

The year’s total publications of 
the society were 1,345,375 copies 
or 1.829.500 pages, an increase of 
619,095 copies over the previous 
year. Ths total distribution was 
856,449 copies or 8,718,311 pages, sn 
increase of 131,960 copies. It was 
pointed out that this included com- 
plete sets of the Conference Com- 
mentary, Bible Dictionary and other 
large works and not merely the 
“ttle” guns and “‘small’” ammuni- 
tion, such as tracts or leaflets. 

‘These books and tracts have been 
sent to all parts of the Chinese Re- 
public and to Australia, Canada, 
Borneo and many other parts of the 
world. 

The society’s two magazines con- 
tinue to meet with a good reception 
some 78,375 copies having been issu- 
ed during the past year, an increase 
of circulation equal to 12,435 
copies. The sales of the Society ‘or 














for | the past year were $6,441.92 a sum 


slightly under that of the period 
1912-1913. 

The total income from grants and 
donations amounted to $*.062.40. 
Printing bill amounted to $6,907.25. 

During the past year over 81,000.00 
has been received from Chinese 
sources and a further sum of 
$1,000 has been promised for the 
ensuing year.

are not one whit further on, seeing 
that the new park at Jessfield is, 
and must remain, inaccessible 10 
all but @ very small proportion of 
the children of residents in the 
Western District. Day by day, 
there are to be seen encamped at 
intervals along the Bubbling Well 
Road, droves of youngsters with 
their amehs. These children are’ 
‘ostensibly out for fresh air and 
exercise, but it is a well-known 
fact that the great majority of 
‘amahs have @ rooted disinclination 
to take their charges for a good, 
smart walk; instead of doing so, 
they prefer to hang about the side- 
walks in groups while the children 
are allowed to play around, inci- 
dentally getting their young lungs 
filled with petrol-fumes and dust 
from the ever-passing motor-cars 
and carriages, the result being that 
the called “walks” are often 
rendered the very reverse of bene- 
ficial. 

The only alternatives at present 
are for the youngsters to be taken 
to the Public Recreation Ground 
(which, owing to the sports usual- 
ly in progress, is quite unsuitable, 
if not actually dangerous, for 
children) or else to the Bubbling 
Well Cemetery—now a much {a- 
voured haunt of amahs—which I 
think you will agree is, from every 
point of view, one of the last spots 
in Shanghai to which children 
‘ought to be taken for purposes of 
recreation or exercise, 

I therefore ask you, Sir, again 
to use your influence in bringing 
pressure to bear on the Couneil tn! 
reconsider the advisability of pur- 
chasing the piece of land I have 
mentioned above, while yet a chance 
remains to do so. There is reason 
‘to believe that but for the interven- 
tion of unforeseen circustances, a

There 
were also several foreigners who 
were waiting for their tram cars 
right opposite. What was the 
result? The robbers got clear away 
after firing a few shots, one of 
which I understand wounded the 
Sikh policeman. 

Now if some of the foreigners 
were armed, there is every pos- 
sibility that they would give chase, 
and every chance of their captui 
ing one or more of the gang, if 
not all. 

In order to make away once ‘or 
all with this growing evil, may I 
suggest that all foreigners and 
some well-known Chinese be a'low- 
ed to carry arms under a licence 
to he issued subject to the approval 
of their respective Consuls? Uf 
this suggestion be carried out, I 
am sure the whole community will 
join with me in thanking the 
authorities.

A Garrison and Defence Force. 

‘A Tientsin telegram reports the 
formation of a special force for 
garrison and defence purposes in 
the province of Chihli. This force 
is divided into eight sections, each 
section to be under a commander. 
Wang Huai-ching, Fan Shu-tien, 
and Huang Mou-cheng, respectively 
military governors of the Southern 
Chihli, Chichow-Shanhaikuan, and 
Dolonor circuits, will assume com- 
mand respectively of the Ist, 2nd, 
and 3rd sections; while Chang Huai- 
ping, Ho Lieh-chac, and Liang 
Pao-sung, commanding the Trained 
Forces respectively in Jehol, Hi 
hua, and Chenting, Ch’iu K’ 10, 
commanding-in-chief the Huaichun 
or the Aohui troops, and Liu Hung- 
shun, commanding the Guards 
Brigade of the Huaichun, will be 
commanders of the 4th, 5th, 6th,

Loan to Silk Filtures. 

‘The silk filtures have obtained a 
loan of Tis, 800,000 from the Bank 
of China and Bank of Com- 
munications through the good offices 
of their Guild.

‘lable so far, for the two banks 
will only grant the loan after go- 
ing through all the usual —for- 
malities. The drafting and sign- 
ing of the agreements between the 
banks, th> Customs’ Supervisor, and 
the Silk Trade Guild, consumed a 
lot of time; and it was not until 
December 2 that theso had re- 
ceived the approval of both the 
Minister of Finance and the Direc- 
tor-General of the Bureau of Taxes. 


Aircraft Gun. 

The Kiangnan Arsenal hi re- 
ceived an order from the Ministry 
of War to manufacture two anti- 
aircraft guns, as an experiment. 
The Ministry sends a sketch show- 
ing the model of the proposed gun 

‘hich bout 3 feet 6 inches 
Jong and which can discharge shots 
weighing one pound each, The 
Arsenal started work on this model 
‘on December 2. 
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Lottery Tickets Monopoly in 
Canton. 


‘A special telegram from Canton 
to the “Eastern Times” reports 
that the right to sell two kinds of 
lottery tickets in the province of 
Kuangtung has been granted to the 
Kuangli Company for a term of 
three years, the Company to pay 
te the Canton Government 84,200,- 
000 per year, apart from making a 
single voluntary contribution of 
81,320,000 prior to the commence- 
ment of its operations. 

Commenting on the above news, 
the “Eastern Times” publishes a 
leader which contains the following 
principal points :— 

“Privilege should accompiny 
duty, while financial income show! 
be regulated by expenditure. The 
present generation is paying atten- 
tion only to the one and not to the 
other; hence the depletion of our 
purse to-day. To devise means 
for Government expenditure with- 
out developing the resources of the 
people has resulted in the present 
poverty of the nation. Now, it 
appears that duty is sacrificed for 
the sake of gain, driving the masses 
to chase after “profit” regardless 
lof criticism and consequences; and 
that those who are still crying 
aloud what should be done and 
what should not, are quite behind 
the times! 

“Leaving other questions alone, 
everyone will admit that the evil 
effect of the lottery tickets of Can- 
ton is greater than that of the flood 
and more deadly than the attack of 
wild beasts, besides it is disgrace- 
ful to the Government to permit 
their sale. That the Cantonese 
are prefectly alive to all these 
effects was shown three years ago 
when, after working hard and fight- 

long with the gamblers by 
means honest and crooked, the 
gambling habit was suppressed. 
Why the Canton authorities have 

‘anted permission to revive this 
practice eo publicly can only 
explained by their utter in- 
ability to raise so large an amount 
of money at present by other 
means. 


Punishment for Assisting Robbers. 

In reply to a telegram from 
Governor Chu Chia-pao of Chihli, 
asking for instructions as to what 
punishment should be meted out 
to thos> persons, who neither 
harbour robbers nor induce or 
guide them to commit any robbery, 
but who sell firearms to robbers 
for the sake of profit though wel 
knowing them to be robbers, 
Secretariat of State has issued a 
circular order to all the provinces 
to the effest that in such cases, 
Paragraph 2 in Article 31 of tho 
Criminal Code may be applied, 
punishing the offenders as accom- 
plices of the secondary order for 
having abetted and assisted rob- 
bers in the commission of a rob- 
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Another Murderer Shot. 


Chiu Mei-keng, an ex-revolu- 
tionary who murdered Chen Tsi- 
wen near the Shanhaikuan Road 
sometime during November of last 
year, was shot at the Arsenal Ex- 
ecution Ground at 2.30 p.m. on 
December 3, the shooting being 
witnessed by a representative ~f 
the 5.M.P. 

This man was arrested here ‘n 
June last in connexion with a| 
case of robbery committed in 
Chékiang, but when handed over ‘o 
the Chékiang authorities, he manag- 
ed to get released on bail, it is 
alleged, by bribery. 


Equalization of the Land Tax 


Some years ago, when China was 
beginning to feel some difficulty in 
meeting her enormous military ex- 
penditure in connexion with the 
organization and training of her 
new army, Sir Robert Hart sub- 
mitted a schem2 for reforming the 
system of collecting the land tax of 
the country, by means of which, he 
believed, “the revenue from this 
source would be considerably in- 
creased, if not doubled. 

He proposed to divid> lands in all 
proviners into three grades, accord- 
ing to their qualities, and to impose 
@ uniform tax on each grade. At 
the time his schome, though termed 
“the scheme for the equalization 
of the land tax,” did not receive 
the favourable consideration from 
the “powers that be” that it de- 
served, owing to the existence of 
a decrse of the founder of the 
Ching Dynasty, forever forbidding 
is successsors to increase the land 








tax. His plan was, therefore, 
shelved for the time being. Of 
course, his was not a plan likely to 








have incurred any real or lasting 
resentment on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. 


As every source from which 
money can be raised has been put 
to the testand no foreign loan will 
be obtainable asdang as the war in 
Europe continues, Sir Raberts pe 
scheme has suddenty been remem- 
bered and deemed at once a scheme 
both workable and likely to succeed 
with a few modifications, since 
there is no more need to feel 
scruples about wounding Mancha 
susceptibilities. So the old scheme 
was ferreted ont from the archives 
of the Ministry of Finance and con- 
veyrd to the Presidential Palace. 
where a Financial Conference was 
held at which it was decided to try 
the experiment forthwith in Kiangsu 
and Chékiang, th> two provinces 
still rezarded by the Government as 
the richest and meckest of all. If 
the experiment there should prove 
successful, the scheme will then be 
extended to Chihli, Hunan, and 
other erntral provinces, and lastly 
to Singkiang, Szechuan, the three 
Manchurian provinces, and other 
frontier territories, 















Unification of Military System. 

‘The Ministry of War has prepared 
a plan for the unification of mili- 
tary affairs in the Republic of 
China on the following principles :— 

(1) To fix the standard strength 
and system of the Army of the Re- 
public. 

(2) To fix the “pay” for a regi- 
mont, a brigade, and a division. 

(3) To fix the term of service for 
officers. 

(4) To fix the term of service for 
the men. 

(5) How to employ th>m in gar- 
rison work and cultivating the land 
after the term of service. 

(8) To fix the amount of pay at 
ordinary times, and pay during a 
war. 

(7) To use home-manufactured 
arms of as uniform a pattern and 
of as modern a design as possible, 

Robbery in French Concession. 

Shortly before 8 p.m. on the 6th 
instant, three robbers, spe: 
Shantung dialect, entered Ts 
hsiang, a large retail piece-goods 
shop at Nos, 41, 42 and 43 on the 
road west of Pahsicnjao. One 
robber wore a long grey cotton 
gown while the other two were 
dressed in black suits. They pro- 
duced revolvers, and forbade the 
raising of any alarm. They snatch- 
ed $179 in big dollars and about 
600 small coins from the counter 
and retired. But during the rob- 
bory, the accountant tried to wrest 
the money from them whereupon 
he received three shots, one 
in his face, one in his left 
should-r and another in the 
thigh. Two outsiders were also 
hit by stray shots fired by the rob- 
bers as a parting salute. and these 
together with the accountant were 
conveyed by ardor of the Police to 
the St. Mary’s Hospital for treat- 
ment.

Tax on Tea Reduced. 


For the encouragement of trade | i

(1) No reduction of tax will be 
allowed on tea for interport trade 
within the country. But if reall 
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for re-export to foreign countries, 
the authorized reduction shall be 
allowed. 

(2) Cargoes from Yunnan, north 
Manchuria and other places to 
France, Russia and other cou 
triss, including those bought 
and’ shipped by these coun- 
tries, themselves, shall be taxed 
also on the reduced scale, with a 
view to maintaining friendly re- 
lations between the nations. 

(3) This reduction of tax is only 
allowed on “tea leaves,” and as 
regards all the rest such as tee 
dust, and tea bricks, the full tax 
will have to bo paid.

Precautions Against Robbers. 


The exchange shops, or known by 
the Chiness as the “small cash 
shops,” the tobacconists, and other 
shop-keepers at Nantao, have de- 
cided to adopt precautionary meas 
res, in view of the number of 
robberies upon these shops having 
lately been committed. They will 
put up shutters or cease the trans 
action of business earlier than be- 
fors; they will keep as little money 
in their shops as possible; they 
will balance up their accounts im- 
mediately upon nightfall; and they 
will refuse to serve persons who 
speak strange dialects or who look 
suspicious, and refuse to “change 
money” for such persons. Even the 
smaller pawnshops are said to be 
sending their money before dusk to 
a plac» of safety. Thus they hope 
to banish all temptations for the 











robbers as far as practicable. 


South Sea Refugees. 


Mr. Shen Pao-chang, Prefect of 
Shanghai, received an order from 
the Taoyin on December 8, appris- 
ing him of the arrival here of 114 
refugees from one of the South Sea 
islands by the French mail steamer, 
and, as these persons are all natives 
of the Tienmen district in Hupeh, 
instructing him to help them to 
return home by the C.M.S. Kiang- 
foo, which will carry them as far 
as Hankow. These Chinese are said 
to have been employees of some 
glass factories on a South Sea 
island and to have been thrown out 
of their work as a result of the 
European war. 

A telegram has also been sent 
to the Hankow authorities, request- 
ing them to see that these refugees 
return to their native town Tienmen 
after reaching Hankow.

Prizes are attached to the same, 
and are to be decided by the draw- 
ing of lots. For each period of the 
issue of these bonds, there will be 
three drawings i.e. once every 
year, with valuabl> prizes. Should 
any number fail three ti to carry 
off a prize, it may receive back the 
original principal invested. Both 
the payment of prizes and the repay- 
ment of principal will be guarante- 
ed by the Government. Those per- 
sons who have won the first, second, 
third and fourth prizes will go 
directly to the Sin Hua Savings 
Bank to cash the amount won, and 
those who have won other prizes as 
well as those who want tohave their 
expired bonds cashed, may go to the 
Bank of China, Bank of Communi- 
cations, or the Post and Telegraph 
Offices, where any signboard of 
agency for the sale of dzposit re 
ceipts is exhibited, for payment of 
the same. The procedure is simple 
and no delay will be made. 

The notification continues: 

‘Aa this saving system has just been 
introduced, it is feared that the people of 
various localities have not understood the 
real meaning of the whole matter, 
Uherefore we have, made the above ex:

MARVELLOUS SPEED OF 
GERMAN MOVEMENTS. 


FINE STRATEGY OF THE 
RUSSIANS. 


By Francis McCullagh. 
Warsaw, Oot. 18. 

It is impossible to describe all 
movements and counter-move- 
ments which characterized the Bat- 
tle of the Vistula. In all the many 
battles of which this one great 
battle was composed there were 
continual changes of position, shift- 
ing of army corps and of batteries, 
taking and re-taking of towns and 
villages of which I cannot, of course, 
give a detailed description here. 
Even in the case of that portion of

The First Great Confiict. 

The main lines of this first great 
conflict between Teuton and Slav I 
shall give; but first of all let me 
insist that it is the first great con- 
flict between Teuton and Slav. 
The Russians talked previously, it 
is true, of great victories at Suwal- 
ki and Augustovo where the Prus- 
sians were thrown back with what 
the Russians described as heavy 
loss.

A Wondertul Attack. 

There can be no denying the fact 
that the attack on Warsaw was * 
miracle of sound strategy, bravery, 
endurance and hard marching. It 
will rank with the swift Germ 
rush on Paris as one of the most 
remarkable things ever accomplish: 
ed in war; and, like the march on 
Paris, it will also rank as * 
failure in its main object. On 
the 9th the Germans were at Gro- 
jec. On the 10th they were st 
Piasecrno. On the 11th they wert 
i only eight miles south- 

ww and at Prushkor 
‘one of the railway stations in the 
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Thet the Austrians would keep | 
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outer suburbs of the Polish capital. 
Their line extended all along the 
south of the city, from Blonie on 
the west to the banks of the 
Vistala on the east. On the 13th 
there was a terrible fight at Blonie, 
which the Germans left. On the 
14th they also left Prushkov. On 
the 15th the Russians carried 
Nadakin at the point of the bay- 
onet. On the 16th the Germans 
recovered some of the ground which 
they had lost. 

On the 17th they crossed the 
Vistula by a pontoon bridge below 
Karczew. The Russians had a 
large army there, however, and 
they were not only able to make 
the Germans recross the river. 
They themselves constructed a 
pontoon bridge opposite Karczew 
but unfortunately it was too short 
and they had to wait for 48 hours 
until new pontoons arrived. It was 
then too late, however, to cross 
in force, the German forces had 
entrenched on the opposite bank, 
and the Russians gave up the at- 
tempt. On Saturday, the 17th, the 
fight raged all slong the line from 
morning to-night. 


Russian Superiority. 

On Sunday the 18th the Russians 
had obtained a numerical superior- 
ity of four to one and a great 
superiority in artillery. No fewer 
than twenty heavy howitzers were 
on this day brought from the Brest- 
Litovsk forts, and their arrival was 
decisive, for on Monday, the 19th, 
the Germans had given up the 
struggle for Blonie which they had 
been carrying on with fiendish 
energy for three days. But though 
the German artillery ceased, a con- 
stant but not a heavy rifle fire was 
kept up from Prushkov to Powsinin 
on the Vistula. Under cover of 
this rearguard fire, Von Morgen 
effected a retreat which, seriously 
speaking, was even more brilliant 
than his advance. He pounded 
away like a malignant spirit, leav- 
ing strong smell of gunpowder 
behind him but no cannon, no 
rifles, no cartridges, and only a 
few stragglers some of whom suf- 








fered from wounds, others from 
“cold feet”—as they say in 
America. 

The Russian officers—always 


generous opponents—are filled with 
admiration at the brilliancy of this 
achievement. On Tuesday, the 
‘%th, the Russians sent forward 
their cavalry to reconnoitre but, 
after going twenty miles, the 
cavalry returned in despair, having 
entirely failed to locate the enemy. 
‘They were found next day, the 21st, 
but there is now no hope of the 
Russians being able to cut off their 
retreat. is hope was at one 
time very strong in the Grand 
Ducal staff, and came pretty near, 
indeed, to realization. For while 
‘Yon Morgen was vainly battering at 
the defences of Warsaw, the Rus- 
sins bad collected a huge army 


not only in front of him but on 
both his flanks. On his left flank 
a force of 20,000 Russian cavalry, 
very strong in field artillery came 
into touch with the enemy at 
Lovitez west of Blonie. They 
found the enemy at Blonie and 
shelled his vigorously but, on ad- 
vancing afterwards into Lovitez, 
they ‘ound that most of those killed 
by their shells were, unfortunately, 
Russian prisoners whom the Ger- 
mans were taking away with them 


‘Von Morgen’s Retreat, 
‘On tlie right flank, the Ru: 
had eventually crossed the Vistula 
and taken Gura Kalwaria on the 
Vistula. The Russian armies at 
Gura Kalwaria and at Lovitez now 
tried to join hands across Von 
Morgen’s only line of retreat— 
which was south, but the German 
leader was too nimble for them, 90 
marvellously quick was his retreat 
that when the Russi: cavalry 
started in pursuit of him, on the 
morning of October 20, they failed 
to come in contact with his rear- 
guard even after having covered a 
distance of twenty miles, and were 
forced to come back in despair. 
In order to retreat with such 
rapidity Von Morgen, had, of 
course, to abandon his wounded, 
who were carefully tended by the 
Polish peasantry and then by the 
Russian Red Cross offi ‘That 
the Cossacks thus lost with 
the retreating enemy does not, 
however, reflect much credit on 
them; and the whole Russian army 
displayed on this occasion a cer- 
tain lack of mobility. That de- 
fect was not due to leadership, 
however, it is a defeat which is 
inherent in Russian armic 


























HAND CAMERA 
WORK. 


SHANGHAI PHOTOGRAPHIC 
SOCIETY. 


Members of the Society were much 
interested in an address given last 
night by Mr. F. E. Hodges on the 
subject of hand-camera work. 
Whilst not ing as an “expert,” 
‘Mr. Hodges discussed some of his 
own experiences which might pos- 
sibly be of use to other members. 
Tn the early days of its appearance, 
the hand-camera was used as an 
adjunct to the more elaborate 
photographic worker's outfit. 
Later on the Kodak Company pop- 
ularized the portable camera, and 
now there are many designs in use. 
It was pointed out that fine work 
can be done with the hand-camera, 
something more than mere snap- 
shotting or even record work. De- 
spite the absence of the focussing 
screen the hand camera has cer- 
tain great advantages over the old 
substantially constructed stand 
cameras, with their heavy lenses 
and shutters, In its readiness to 





seize th> fleeting opportunity the 
hand camera scored over the stand 
pattern, and in this respect the 
plain box form magazine camera 
was hard to beat, although rather 
more bulky than the folding type, 
and that, in spite of its involving 
as a rule the use of plates. Plates 
had many good qualities as com- 
pared with films, and so the mi 
azine camera really scored again in 
this respect. The absence of a 
stand caused some difficulties, but 
it was possible to overcome these 
by different ways of holding the 
camera, For instance, held well 
up, and using an eye level finder, 
the point of view was s0 high as 
to make up for the lack of a rising 
front, which could not well be used 
without a stand. Situations often 
occurred in which « stand could not, 
in any case, be used—say in con- 
fined spaces where ths stand would 
take up too much room, or on top 
of a wall where there was not space 
to put the stand legs, But the 
particular value of the hand camera 
in pictorial work, lay in the pos- 
sibility of securing the more elusi 
effects of lighting, and also of get- 
ting views of native life. Native 
figure studies could be snapped up 
without attracting attention by 
holding the camera under the arm 
facing the subject whilst apparently 
engaged in looking in another direc- 
tion, Attention was directed to the 
value of getting out in the early 
morning for landscape views. The 
low angle of lighting afforded by 
both Inte evening and carly morn- 
ing work was advantageous, but 
the latter was perhaps to be pre- 
ferred, partly because the light is 
then | whiter and more acti 
Reference was made tothe length 
of exposure possible with a hand 
camera and as much as 1/10 and 
even 1/5 or a quarter of a second 
could be possible.

SMART WORK BY 
FRENCH H POLICE. 


SENSATIONAL ARRESTS. 

During the last few days the 
French Police have accomplished 
some exceptionally good criminal 
investigation work, and thirty-eight 
arrests have been made. Nearly all 
the men arrested have been in pos- 
session of Browning automatic pis- 
tols, Two men arrested in con- 
nexion with the murder of a Chi 
ese doctor in the Rue du Moulin 
have been tried and found guilty 
and are now in the hands of the 
Chinese authorities awaiting exsou- 
tion. 

A few days ago, it will be remem- 
bered, the dead body of a well- 
dressed Chinese was discovered in 
the Rue de Weikwei, the deceased 
later being identified as Kiang 
Yuen-keou, notorious rebel. ‘The 
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body was taken to the mortuary, 
and according to the prevailing 
custom, all people who cared to 
attend were at liberty to view it. 
The police, of course, k>pt an eye 
on all visitors, and one day noticed 
in particular that four men, not of 
the usual class, came to the place, 
and who szemed embarassed on 
viewing the body. Suspicion was 
aroused and the men were laced 
under arrest. They were searched 
and upon one of the,men, who de- 
scribed himself as a detectiv> from 
the province of Anhui they found 
a portrait of the murdered man and 
a letter offering a reward of $5,000 
to the person who would capture the 
rebel Kiang Yuen-keou. 

On Sunday last six men armed 
with Browning pistols raided the 
shop of @ pieoe-goods merchant in 
the Rue Kretzer, the attack being 
an especially daring one in view of 
the fact that the shop is situated 
on a main thoroughfare and was 
brilliantly lighted up with electric 
lamps at the time. Fifteen ast 
tants behind the counters were in 
timidated by three men with re- 
volvers. Two of the assistants made 
a struggle and were shot at, both 
being wounded and now inmates of 
the Shantung Road Hospital. The 
safe was searched and $927 carried 
off. This occurred about 7.50 p. 
and that night the police 
four of the robbers, and next morn- 
ing the other two were caught. 


A Strange Drug. 

Thess events had created much 
excitement amongst the Chinese in 
the Settlement and in order to 
allay the fears of the Chinese, the 
robbers were “exhibited” outside 
the shop they had raided. Among 
the great trowd which came to see 
them about thirty known thieves 
were arrested, including a few who 
have been discovered to have been 
followers of White Wolf. Their 
houses were searched, and in addi- 
tion to arms and ammunition, the 
Police discovered a bottle contain- 
ing a peculiar drug. 

The discovery has had a curious 
sequel. Late on Tuesday night the 
the police wers called to an 
alleyway in the rue de Weikwe 
and in house there found eight 
persons in a state of partial uncon- 
sciousness, a man, his wife, and 
four children. 

A woman who had been in the 
house just before the discovery 
was made was arrested by the police. 
Remembering that receent crimes 
had been committed without any 
ory or alarm having been given, the 
police searched the hous and 
found a bottle containing a drug 
similar to that found in the house 
of the robbers mentioned above. 
The police next discovered that the 
woman who had visited the house 
which the family was found drug- 
ged had received a bottle containing 
this drug from one of the robbers. 
When this fact became known, “he 






































woman confessed to the crime. She 
said she went to the house to com- 
mit a robbery, but ran away in 
consequence of an untimely alarm, 
and the untimely alarm, it 
was given by a woman

house who became usefully inqusi- 


tive in consequence of a strange 
‘lence on the part of the four 
children, usually very noisy.

On the 7th the German cruiser 
Breslau was discovered near 
Sebastapol, in the Black Sea, Our 
cruisers and hydroplanes attacked 
her and she fled.

THE EVACUATION OF LODZ. 
Petrograd, Deo. 8. 

An official communiqué has been 
issued which states that Austro- 
Germah foross have appeared to 
the northward and southward of 
Cracow.

The German Foreign Office pub- 
lishes the following official report:— 

The General Staff states that the 
information reported from Rome, 
that the French have made pr- 
soners, near Ypres, of » whole corps 
of German aviators, as well as & 
London report, that aviators have 
thrown bombs on the Krupp factory, 
are absolutely unfounded. A Rus- 
sian statement in the official War 
Bulletin of November 29, that the 
German attack near Crensto hovo 
has failed under heavy losses is ut 
true. On the contrary, the attack 
of the 17th Russian Army Corps, 
which had advanced within sixty 
metres of the German front, 45 
defeated on November 29 under ex” 
tremely heavy losses for the Ras- 
sians, who left very great numbers 
{of killed and wounded on the ball 
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field and were obliged to transfer 
their positions backwards. 
Berlin, Dec. 8.

ARTILLERY DUELS IN 
BELGIUM AND FRANCE. 


ALLIES STRENGTHENING 
NEW POSITIONS. 


Through Reuter's Agency. 


Paris Dec. 9. 
The communiqué issued this 
afternoon says: “ There have been 


some artillery duels from the North 
Sea to the Lys. There is nothing 
to report in the region of Arras and 
southward. All the positions won 
by us during the past few days have 
been organized and strengthened. 

There was an artillery duel in the 
district of the Aisne in which wo 
had the advantage. We have had 
appreciable gains in the Argonne. 
Owing to the activity of our artil- 
lery and infantry several German 
trenches have been carried. 

We have progressed all along the 
front except on one point where the 
enemy mined one of our trenches. 

Our artillery on the heights of 
the Meuse have established a com- 
plete mastery; here also we cap- 
tured several of the enemy’s trench- 
es and progressed everywhere. 

Paris Dec. 9. 

The official communiqué issued 
at 11 this evening states that there 
is nothing to report except an ad- 
vance by our troops in front of 
Parvillers and a German attack at 
Tracy-le-val, which was repulsed. 








FIGHTING IN POLAND 
AND GALICIA. 

Petrograd, via Peking, Dee. 9. 

On the sth the action in the 
direction of Mlawa was less inten- 
sive. 

On the left bank of the Vistula, 
on the 7th, when darkness set in, 
the Germans took the offensive 
along the whole front from Llow 
through Lowicz to Glovno. They 
made repeated attacks, in a most 
determined manner, in dense 
columns. Our searchlights were 
thrown on to the enemy, who were 
everywhere repulsed with great 
losses. When the moon rose the 
enemy discontinued their attacks. 
On the 8th there was stubborn 
fighting on the Lowicz-Ilow front; 
the enemy's attacks were unsuccess- 


ful. There was no change of im- 
portance in the region of Petro- 
kovo. 


The battle south of Cracow is 
being carried on in a most stubborn 
manner. Both sides are on the 
offensive. The Germans twice at- 
tempted to break through our 
front, but were thrown back with 
great losses. 

There has been no heavy fighting 
in the Caucasus. 

THE BATTLE OF LODZ. 
Petrograd, Dec. 8. 

An official communiqué states: 
“Fighting has developed in the 
region of Prasnysz and Ziechanowa, 
between Warsaw and Mlawa and 
has not yet finished. Fighting’ has 
also occurred in the region of Petro- 
kovo, where we bad partial suc- 
cesses. 

A battle begun on the 5th, south- 
east of Cracow, between Wielicza 
and the river Derjuty, is developing 
in our favour. Our reinforcements 
gallantly forced a passage across 
the river Dunajec, near Novi- 
Sandec, and severely defeated the 
right wing of » German army which 
was engaged in a turning move- 
ment. We captured some guns and 
prisoners and continue to take the 
offensive. 


A DESPERATE FORTNIGHT. 
Petrograd, vid Peking, Dec. 9. 

The actions on the left bank of 
the Vistula, during the second half 
of November, developed in the fol- 
lowing manner. 

Early in November our armies, 
pursuing the Austro-German force! 
which were retreating in a south- 
westerly direction, reached a front 
extending from the River Warta to 
the River Rudzitza, but maintained 
a strong reserve on their wing. 
Our advance was hindered consider- 
ably while we were repairing the 
roads, which had been destroyed to 
their very foundations, and, during 
organization of our base, the enemy, 
taking advantage of this situation, 
retreated to their railways. 

RUSSIAN RIGHT WING 
THREATENED. 
gradual 











Weythen observed a 
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change of the German front in = 
northerly direction and the massing 
of considerable forces on a front 
extending from the region of Thorn 
to Slupcy, (Slupca, where the 
Warta enters Prussia). “This pre- 
sented @ severe menace to our right 
flank and the communications with 
their base of our armies on our 
right wing and, at tho same time, 
to the roads leading to Silesia on 
the front where our remaining 
armies were occupied with the 
Austrian troops. This change of 
front was accomplished under cover 
of strong reserves posted in the rear 
of the right flank of our armies. 
‘Our troops here sustained a series 
of violent and desperate attacks in 
the regions of Vloclavek, Kutno 
and Lenchitsa (1 Lecyzca, on the 
Bzura). In these engagements, 
having stopped the Germans, we 
deployed the necessary number of 
troops with a view to checking the 
German advance developing from 
the direction of Thorn and Slupzy. 

Moreover, for several days, the 
Germans stubbornly attempted to 
break through our line, the right 
wing of which had been extended 
to the Vistula. After strenuous 
efforts and immense losses, the 
enemy, on the 19th, succeeded in 
breaking through in the region of 
Piontsk (Piatek). 

Having accomplished this the 
German forces, like a broad ava- 
lanche, streamed into the space 
thus formed and advanced in the 
direction of Strykow, Brzeriny, 
Koluszka, Tuszyn and Rzegow, en- 
veloping the right flank of our 
troops ‘which were fighting in the 
direction of Lodz and westward of 
that city. The Germans then drove 
forward an energetic and violent 
attack and threatened our rear. 


GERMANS SURROUNDED. 


Strong German columns, on the 
22nd, advancing from the west to- 
wards the Warta began to approach 
Lask. 

In these difficult circumstances 
our troops continued the action 
with increasing energy. Our troops 
stationed to the north of Lodz stub- 
bornly repulsed furious German 
attacks, inflicting immense losses 
on the enemy. Our reserves, which 
were brought up from Petrokovo 
into the Tuszyn-Rzegow region, by 
energetic action, forced the Germans 
to cease their advance in the rear 
of our forces and then to assume 
the defensive. At the same time 
the enemy’s columns advancing to- 
wards Lask were thrown back in 
great disorder. 

‘Meantime our troops concentrated 
on the Lowics-Skierniewice front 
strongly assumed the offensive, 
moving in a westerly direction, and 
succeeeded in occupying Strykow 
and Brzeziny, thus cutting the 
communications of the German 
troops which broke through in the 
direction of Rzegow and Tuszyn. 
Thus vember $3 the situation 
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was already favourable for the 
Russian arms, 

‘The German forces on the Zduns- 
kavola-Sadek-Lodz front suffered 
immense losses and were forced to 
retreat @ short distance, to assume 
the defensive and to dig trenches 
and to take cover. Their reserves 
were sent to the region of Strykow 
to succour the troops which had 

* been cut off and which had turned 
back from the Rzegow-Tuszyn front 
in the direction of Brzeziny and 
Koluszka, 


OUT, BUT WHAT COST? 

Meanwhile the Germans, by vio- 
Jent attacks in the direction of 
Lowicz, endeavoured to prevent us 
entirely encircling thoso German 
forces which were gathered in the 
direction of Brzeziny. The Ger- 
mans, after almost super-human 
efforts, by the 26th, managed, by a 
series of night-attacks, to extricate 

Ives in the direction of 
Strykow. 

During these engagements, as 
acknowledged in German official 
despatches, the Germans suffered 
previously unheard-of losses, which 
occurred owing to the fact that 
‘they had to break through under 
our crossfire and run the gauntlet 
between the Russian lines. The 
losses sustained by the German 
divisions taking part in breaking 
through and the abortive flanking 
movement were eo great that they 
had to be cntirely removed from 
the front while the battle was still 
raging. Information received from 
many German prisoners shows that 
the German losses were so great 
that the strength of many com- 
panies, which was from 260 to +80 
men prior to these battles, is now 
not more than 70. 


NEW FORCES FROM WEST. 

One of the results of the failure 
which attended German arms at the 
Battle of Lodz and Lowicz was the 
burried transport of considerable 
reinforcements to the eastern front. 
In all the Germans brought up 
against us a further six army 
corps (300,000 men) and five divis. 
ions of cavalry; & portion of thes: 
troops came from the western front, 
the remainder were new units. 
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‘The detrainment of the German 
masses that appeared on our front 
began on the 25th. These reinforor- 
ments enabled the Germans {o 
continue their attack on our posi- 
tions from November 97 to the sth 
of this month, but these attacks are 
loser in character and have proved 
absolutely fruitless. Consequently, 
towards the evening of the 5th, the 
Germans, after sustaining heavy 
losses, were obliged to discontinue 
their ‘attacks and, on the 6th, they 
displayed no activity and remained 
at a distance from our firing-line. 


AUSTRIAN CHANGES. 

Simultaneously with the arrival 
of these fresh German forces, we 
perceived that the Austrian forces 
were shifting their positions, They 
we their forces considerably 
‘on the Crenstochovo-Cracow front 
and strengthened themselves very 
much in the region to the south of 
Cracow, where part of the German 
troops were also sent. The 
Crenstochovo region, therefore, for 
the time being, has lost its former 
importance. 

These circumstances, aa a whole, 
constitute a new situation and 
with a view to securing more ad- 
vantageous positions for our troops 
the occupation of several other 
points will be required.

‘An action followed in the course 
of which the Scharnhorst, fiying the 
flag of Admiral Graf von Spee, the 
Gneisenau and the Leipzig were 
sunk. The Dresden and the Nurn- 
berg made off during the action and 
are being pursued. Two colliers 
were also captured. 

The British casualties were very 
few in number. Some survivors 
have been rescued from the Gnei- 
senau and Leipzig. 

It was on November 1 that the 
Scharnhorst and Gneisenau fell in 
with the Good Hope, the Monmouth 
and the Glasgow and by the aid of 
superior gun power and above all 
superior speed, which enabled them 
still farther to neutralize the fine 
marksmanship of which we know 
that the Monmouth at Isast could 
boast, by getting between them and 
the sunset, sent those gallant ves- 
sels to the bottom. The British 
Navy has, fortunately, not had to 
wait long for its revenge. ‘Through 
what adventures the Scharnhorst 
and the Gneisenan have passed 
during the last four months we shall 
never know, The story would make 
interesting reading, At the out- 
break of the war they were report: 
ed to be in the neighbourhood of 
Guam. Later on there appears to 
have been some hops of rounding 
them up in the Celebes, but they 
slipped through the cordon and got 
across the Pacific. ‘The ease with 
which they meintained themselves 
on the western coast of South 
America was due to the way in 
which German merchantmen were 
allowed to slip in and out of port, 
under colour of false destinations, 
and bring them supplies, Quite re- 
cently, however, even the South 
American Republics began to get 
uneasy about these open breaches 
of their neutrality; or it may have 
been that Admiral von Spee saw 
‘a chance for more effective work 
in the Atlantic. At any rate a 
persistent rumour has been current 
that he was trying to get round the 
Horn: and the scene of the final 
conflict, near the Falkland Islands, 
off the east coast of the extreme 
end of South America, shows that 
this rumour was true. The British 
Admiral is to be congratulated on 
the accuracy of his information and 
the excellence of the dispositions 
which enabled him to trap the enemy 
80 well. It may be confidently ex- 
pected that with the loss of their 
atbondant colliers, the Dresden and 
the Nurnberg, which made off dur- 
ing the combat, will not long evade 
capture.

While the brief an- 
nouncement of the General Staff 
about the retreat of the Russians 
probably refers only to the region 
adjacent to the town of Lodz, it is 
regarded highly probable that the 

‘capture of the city has compelled 
tbs Russians to withdraw to the 
more eastern and southern part of 
Poland, because the connexions with 
Warsaw were endangered. Even 
before the fall of Lodz, German mili- 
tary authorities noticed that Russian 
effort to break the German lines 
had been abandoned. A highly pes- 
simistic feeling prevailed at St. 
Petersburg. A report received here 
vid Scandinavia has given addition- 
al encouragement to the view that 
the Russian offensive power has al- 
ready passed ite zenith, so that the 
further operations will practically 
decide the war in the east in favour 
of Germany and Austria-Hungary 
and that this will have a great 
effect on the general result. 

The Austrian General reports that 
the German and Austrians operat: 
ing jointly defeated the Russians 
last Saturday in West Galicia tak- 
ing 2,300 prisoners, 

The Austrians continu> to ad- 
vance southwards from Belgrade, 
but the Servians having been rein- 
forced are making vehement attacks 
against the Austrian army operat 
ing from the west. 

‘The German authorities deny the 
foreign reports that the Germans 
are retreating on the Yser. 

An official Turkish report says

‘An English landing corps, which 
last Saturday attacked the Turkish 
position betwen the Tigris and the 
Louvava-Canal, was defeated with 
heavy losses; the Turks also cap- 
tured several machine guns and 
much ammunition.

FAR REACHING RAILWAY 
AGREEMENT. 
Peking, Dee. 9. 

The Ruseo-Mongolian Agreement, 
which was signed at Kiachta on 
September 20, begins— 

‘The Russian Diplomatic Agent in 
Mongolia has signed, with due 
authority, with the Mongolian 
Plenipotentiary, an Agreement giv- 
ing the Administration of the Rus- 
sian Posts and Telegraphs a con- 
cession for building a telegraph line 
from Monda, in the Irkutsk Govern- 
ment, to the Mongolian town of 
Uliasutai: 

The Russian Diplomatic Agent in 
Mongolia, at the same time and 
place, signed, with the Emperor of 
Rus ‘permission, an agreement 
concerning railways in Mongolia. 
The preamble of the Agreement 
begins—Recognizing that it is ne- 
cessary, with a view to the develop- 
ment of the commercial relations of 
Mongolia, to secure the linking up 
of the Mongolian Railways with the 
nearest net-work of railway lines, 
which appears to be the Siberian 
Railway, by means of the construc- 
tion of suitable railways, Russia and 
Mongolia, in friendly relationship, 
agree together as follows.— 

(1) The Russian Government re 
cognizes the perpztual right of the 
Mongols to construct railways in 
their own territory. 

(2) The Russian and Mongolian 
Governments shall jointly decide 
upon the different lines to be con- 
structed and the order of the lines 




















to be built in future so that both 
Russia and Mongolia may profit. 

(3) During the construction of the 
railways, no matter whether the 
Russian Government’s money or 
the Mongolian Government’s money 
or private capital is employed the 
Russian Government shall render 
ite assistance to Mongolia. 

(4) When the Mongolian railways 
are to be joined to the Russian 
railways along the border, the Rus- 
sian and Mongolian Governments 
shall discuss jointly the rights and 
financial matters connected with the 
railway connexions. 

(5) The Mongolian Government 
has the right to construct railways 
in its own territory, and the Rus 
sian Government cannot interfere if 
the railways are constructed with 
Mongolian capital, but in case the 
Mongolian Government desires to 
concede @ railway concession to any 
Person the Mongol Government 
shall view deeply its friendly rela- 
tions with the great Russian Empire 
and, prior to granting such a con- 

mm, shall enter into pourparlers 
with Russia and consult Russia whe- 
ther or not the proposed railways 
will be harmful to Russia from an 
economic and strategic view-point. 
_ (6) This Agreement is drawn up 
in the Russian and Mongolian 
languages.—Reuter.

Ax exciting incident took place 
at the corner of Canton Road and 
the Bund at midday on Tuesday. A 
coolie, who looked very much ss 
though he were under the influence 
of opium, was saved from being 
run down by a tram by the pre- 
sence of mind of the driver, who 
Weaning forward-eaught the man 
under the arms, and held him ff 
tho ground until the tram had 
slowed down and he was able to 
owing him clear of the lines. 

By a strange stroke of fortune, 
a large number of the Belgian re- 
fugees who have arrived in London 
are finding scoommodation in a 
district which, before the outbreak 
of hostilities, formed one of the 
chief German colonies in the Met- 
ropolit—Forest Hill and Sydenham, 
Many of the visitors are well-to- 
do, and are renting good-sized 
houses in the neighbourhood, while 
others, less fortunately endowed, 
are being quartered upon sympr- 
thizers. 

‘Tam “ Petit Journal” of Paris 
reproduced recently a statement hy 
8 Munich professor, who declares 
that in Germany the army is strong- 
er than all other institutions put 
together, and that the military 
party would ruin the country rather 
than consent to # peace that would 
destroy its influence. The profes- 
sor adds that so long as the Ger- 
man Army has not been completely 
crushed it io impossible to reckon 
even on a partial cessation of hos- 
tilities. 

‘Tae Imperial Merchant Service 
Guild have lately notified the Ad- 
miralty of certain British-owned 
mail and passenger steamere trad- 
ing abroad under the British flag, 
in several of which Germans were 
acting as officers. Information 
has now reached the Guild from 
these vessels that official orders 
have been given to discharge all 
German and Austrian employees 
in these ships, one month’s pay 
having been granted in lieu of 
notice. 

‘Tae number of sheep shorn last 
season in Australia and New 











Zealand was 109,692,264, including 
lambs, which produced 7Ib. 1202. 
per head, as against 7b. for the 
Previous season. An average mone- 
tary return of 63. 4d. per head was 
realized, the total wealth produced 
by the flocks in wool alone being 
£34,959,463. The oversea exports of 
wool, plus quantity retained for 
home manufacturing purposes, gave 
@ total of 2,639,280 bales, which 
made the olip slightly bigger than 
the record one of 1911-12. 

An armed robbery occurred at a 
silversmith’s shop in Kashing road 
on Monday night. The procedure 
was that which is becoming some- 
what familiar just now. Several rob- 
bers entered the shop, one flourish- 
eda revolver before frightened as- 
sistants, and his companions looked 
‘over the stock-in-trade, In this 
instance, the robbers got away with 
a number of silver articles, bangles, 
ete. The thieves got quickly away 
before the police arrived, a large 
crowd in the vicinity of the shop 
showing no inclination to stop them. 

Court Totstoy, who is serving 
with the Russian Red Cross, writes 
from the Prussian front, desorib- 
ing how a Cossack took a bicycle 
and slung it on his back. His 
squadron shortly afterwards met 
with a detachment of Prussian 
cavalry, which charged them. The 
Cossack, still with the bicye'e cn 
his back, suddenly stopped his 
horse, as only Cossacks can, and a 
German officer, who had thought 
to catch him embarrassed with the 
machine, unable to check himself, 
rushed on to his lance and fell 
dead. 

M. Axpre Tupesa, the war cor- 
respondent of “Le Journal,” in 
describing the hostilities in North- 
ern France, saya that after sacking 
and pillaging Bailleul, the Germans 
turned loose hundreds of lunatics 
from the great asylum there. The 
unfortunate people wandered about 
the country for days suffering ter- 
ribly from cold and hunger. 
of them, who had died from the 
effects of the privations they had 
undergone, were found in ditches 
by the French troops. Large num- 








bers of the lunatics are still at 
liberty. 

Panis regards the situation in 
Flanders as highly favourable.

On 
Friday another steamer, York, sail- 
ed from Valparaiso giving « false 
destination, She returned yestor- 
day adter communicating by wire 
lesa with German cruisers. 

A oznerat alarm sounded at 6.49 
a.m. on Monday called the Fire 
Brigade to Boundary Road, where 
three Ohinese dwelling houses in 
an alleyway off Cunningham Road 
were in flames. The fire was diffi- 
cult to reach and was making rapid 
headway but by smart work the 
firemen prevented its spreading 
beyond the end house in the alley- 
way. Two houses were gutted 
and one extensively burned, the 
total damage amounting to about 
$3,000.—Shortly after 7 o'clock the 
Brigade wae called to.s fire in 
Chekiang Road. The inmates had 
kept the fire in check by means of 
buckets of water, and the firemen 
extinguished the flames after ten 
minutes’ work. The damage done 
was only slight, 

As predicted last week, the Tta- 
lian cruiser Marco Polo hae left 
Shanghai for the port of Maseowa 
in the Red Sea, the capital of the 
Italian colmy of Eritrea. The 
cruiser weighed anchor abont 
12.45 p.m. on Monday, and as she 
proceeded down river several friends 
present on the foreshore responded 
to the hearty cheers riven by the 
men who lined the decks of the vee- 
ssl. We understand that the 
Maroo Polo will call at several ports 
on her voyage, and is not expected 
to reach Massowa until the second 
work in January. She carries prac- 
tically only her own officers and 
crew, and the gunboat Sebastiano 
Qaboto remains at her moorings at 
the British naval buoy for the pre- 
sent. 

Ovr Liuanchow correspondent 
writes :—We had our first real touch 
with the war a few weeks ago 
when Mr. H. Cortlandt Anderson 
paseed through on his way to 
France to join his old regiment, 
the 20th Hussars. Mr. Anderson 
has been surveying on the Pukow- 
Hsingyangchow line for « few 
months, having come direct from 
Nairobi, British East Africa, in 
April, where he had been on the 
so-called Uganda line fora few 
years. Incidentally Mr. Anderson 
mentioned an uncle in Scotland hav- 
ing shut up his house and gone to 
the front, whereupon all the men 
servants followed suit. By this 
time he should be there.

THE NEW MAP OF CHINA. 

During the early part of this year 
we printed a commendatory notice 
of the New Map of China. At the 
time we recommended it to the at- 
tention of our readers we had seen 
the drawing from which the engrav- 
ings were to be made, and through- 
out we have been in close touch with 
the work. It was a pleasure, there- 
fore, to sce on Wednesday 
the’ final lithographed proofs 
of the map, and to be 
able heartily to congratulate the 
publishers on the excellence of their 
intricate work. It will be readily 
understood that the path of the geo- 
granher is fraught in China with 
orthographical inconsistencies, and 
his, of course, is technical work. A 
wide knowledge of the country must 
be linked with a wide knowledge of 
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the language, and these again must 
be combined with expert knowledge 
of the methods of production, It 
is, therefore, not to be wondered at 
after all that a map on the exten- 
sive lines of the New Map of China 
has not been compiled hitherto. The 
publishers are the far Eastern 
Geographical Establishment, at the 





head of which is Mr. Edwin J. 
Dingle, who is known as a wide 
traveller in China; and they de- 


serve support in their work. The 
map is in English and Chinese 
throughout, and as one’s eye follows 
literally thousands of places in both 
the official romanization and the 
correct Chinese character, the extent 
of the labour involved in one direc- 
tion only is realized to some extent. 
We imagine there will be few people 
interested in China who will not 

il themselves of this valuable 
addition to the geographical know- 
ledge of the country. Certainly no 
school, college or university should 
be without it. ‘The map will meet 
all the requirements of a modern 
map.

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A CHINESE SUPERSTITION OF 
TROUBLE IMPENDING. 
Among the many peculiar super- 
stitions existing in the minds of & 
number of Chinese is that regarding 
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“five claw” chickens. Not only is 
it peculiar, but often times coin- 
cident with disastrous effects upon 
the poultry-raising industry. The 
superstition is one which has been 
believed for centuries, latterly 
more especially, if not exclusively, 
by the people in the lowest sph:res, 
although at ons time more influen- 
tial people were disposed to attach 
considerable importance to it. Like 
many another sup2rstition, however, 
it has felt the effects of education, 
_until now it is believed in only by 
the more uneducated classes. 

The superstition is that all chick- 
ens having “claws” on their wings 
‘are poisonous, and that they gen- 
erally foret2l] disaster. It is not 
necessary that all ‘‘affected’” 
fowls should be possessed of five 
claws, but the more there are the 
more poisonous is the flesh. 

‘About a month ago the supersti- 
tion obtained to a large extent in 
Shanghai, when a number of fowls 
were iscovered with “ claws.’” 
The result wae that people refused 
to buy them, and for « time there 
was a slump on the market. This 
called forth a strongly worded pro- 
clamation from the Prefect, in which 
he pointed out the folly of believ- 
ing the story, which was most pre- 
judicial to the farmers. He an- 
nounced that as the result of a most 
careful analysis of so-called “ five- 
clawed” hens, by Dr. Wang beet 
tsai, their taste was as 
that of ordinary poultry, and that 
no poison of any kind was trace- 
able. It was found that what was 
supposed to be claws were in real- 
ity unusually hardened feather- 
stems. 

‘The superstition is now causing a 
good deal of trouble at Liuanchow, 
in Anhui, for our correspondent, 
writing quite recently, said that as 
a result of the destruction of fowls 
through the “five claws” rumour, 
fowls and eggs were practically un- 
procurable, and the farmers were 
feeling the position acutely. 

A proclamation similar to that 
issued by the Shanghai Prefect will 
probably have a good result. 


THE SUNDAY CONCERT. 


Those who wondered how the 
Municipal Orchestra would survive 
the withdrawal of so many of its 
man for the war must have had 
their doubts fully satisfied by the 
work that has already been done. 
It says much for the individual ex- 
cellence of the perfarmera and the 
collective excellence to which sound 
training has brought them—it says 
more for the courage and deter- 
mination of Professor Buck in re- 
cent weeks, that so good a concert 
as yesterday's should have been pos- 
sible. Sadly depleted as the orches- 
tra is—and this must entail cutting 
out much of the music that we have 
grown accustomed to hear in late 
years—it possesses balance, colour 
and uniformity to a degree that 
makes its music delightful to hear. 




















On Sunday, for example, if the 
Sinigaglia was a little astray (and 
& good many listeners would put 
most blame on the composer) the 
Moszkowski, barring rather too 
much precision in the time, was as 
good as ons could wish. Every 
shade of expression was brought 
out with a clarity and p brilliance 
surprising in an orchestra 30 
hen dloapped. Once or twice in the 
concerto the strings were a little 
slow in the uptake, but as a whole 
it was a beautiful rendering. Pro- 
fessor Buck and his colleagues de- 
serve warm congratulations on their 
success in battling with adversity. 

To say that Mrs. Boughton’s ap- 
pearance was largely responsible 
for th record audience that crowd- 
ed the hall is no discompliment to 
the other performers, we feel sure; 
and whenever she plays again, 
there is no doubt the hall will be 
equally full. Her playing is a rare 
pleasure, quit ple yet full of 
effect and always faultless in tech- 
nique. The Moszkowski concerto 
was from beginning to end a piece 
of pure delight, It seems to suit 
her temperament to _ perfection, 
giving her ample scope for the kind 
of misty radiance in which her 
playing abounds Of the solo pieces 
Grillvn was the least distinguished, 
but perhaps there was never more 
than one pianist who could really 
play this most exacting composition 
—either Schumann himself or his 
wife “Hark hark the lark” was 
perfect in spirit and execution 
alike, and Des Abends about as good 
as it could be, a wonderful example 
‘of genuine feeling refreshingly de- 
void of the sentimentality into 
which 90 many players fall. 














LAND TAX REFORM. 


NEW METHODS OF 
COLLECTION AND PAYMENT. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Peking, Dec. 4. 

In order to place its depleted 
revenues upon a better footing the 
Chinese Government is now pay- 
ing particular attention to the 
Land Tax. The reforms proposed 
by the Inte Sir Robert Hart are 
being dug out of the dust, and 
they have been placed before the 
Government for earnest considers 
tion. 

That an increase in the tax will 
be made is certain. In fact it will 
first be tried upon the comparative 
ly rich provinces of Chékiang and 
Kiangsu. If it is found workable 
there it will be applied in Chihli, 
Shantung and Honan, and later on 
in the other provinces. 

One thing the Government is 
insisting upon is that the tax shall 
be paid in dollars instead of in 
rice, copper, and the different cur- 
rencies of the different provinces 
as in previous times. Regulations 
are now being enforced to this end, 
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and the Land Tax Department re. 
ports that increases in the tax oo. 
lected have been noted. Ip 
Shantung, it is officially reported, 
there was an increase of 1,50. 
000, in Kiangsi and Kiangsu 81,30, 
000 and in other provinces from 
between $500,000 and $300,000, 

If the Government would apply

The two bank- 
rupts were present, and so far us 
he was concerned he had to apply 
for an adjournment as the trustee’ 
in the bankruptcy was ill, and he 
had been unable to confer with 
him. 

In reply to his Lordship, Mr. 
Robinson said the trustee was Mr. 
G. H. Thomson, That day had 
‘been fixed, and the creditors _n-' 
formed, so that they were entitled 
to ask questions. He did not 
know if there were any, but he 
suggested that if there were they 
should be invited to ask questions 
and the examination could be ad- 
journed. 

Mr. Malkin appeared on behalf 
of Messrs. Hall and Holtz and said 
hhe had no questions to ask. 

‘The examination was adjourned 
for a week. 


Re The Ritz Caté. 


A number of claims were made 
against the Ritz Café. The Dai 
Nippon Brewery claimed $962.50 
for goods supplied, and they were 
represented by Mr. J. Hays. Judge- 
ment for the amount claimed was 
entered, costs to the amount of 350 
being allowed. 

Judgement for the plaintiff was

Ku Yu-sho and others, represent- 
ing the Chinese staff of the Ritz 
Cafe, obtained judgement for 
$2,024.68, wages due. 

A. Ainbinger, claimed $27 for 
goods pupplied, and judgement 
was entered. 

Omeer Din obtained judgement 
for $72.26, wages due, and Yah 
Shing also got judgement for $64.34, 
due for table flowers supplied. 

Wong Foo-sung claimed $153. tor 
goods supplied to the Chinese em- 
ployecs, and he also obtained judge- 
ment.

Rex v. W. T. Bowern, 


William T. Bowern was charged 
with having obtained credit to the! 
extent of £10 and upwards from 
Wong Cha-mei and Wong Tsun-tsai 
without informing them that he 
was an undischarged bankrupt. 

Mr. H. P, Wilkinson, Crown 
Advocate, appeared to prosecute, 
and the accused was represented 
by Mr. G. H. Wright. 


In opening the case, Mr. Wilkin- 
son said it may seem rather blood 
‘thirsty of the law to come down upon 
a man who had had trouble, who 
had gone through bankruptcy, who 
happened to be undischarged and 
who happened to start business 

. again. The first view of the matter 
may be that getting a discharge 
from bankruptcy was a mere form- 

lity. It was not so, however. The| 
law provided a certain safeguard 
by which it was fairly easy for a 
bankrupt to settle with his creditors, 
The law was benevolent to the ex- 
tent that it made arrangements 
which enabled « bankrupt to pay 
his creditors. He went to Court and 
frankly told his position, and his 
property was placed in the hands 
of the Court and was fairly distrib- 
uted. So far, the man got the 
assistance of the law. On the other 
hand, it was his duty, before trading| 
again, in order to start fresh with 
the world of commerce, to get his 
discharge. Of course, there might 
be difficulties about his getting his 
discharge in the conduct of the 
original bankrupt. Quite apart 
from that, however, it was his duty 
to apply for his discharge. If he 
was undischarged and obtained 
credit, he should let that fact be 
known to the persons from whom he 
obtained credit. The offenée was 
not that the accused got credit with 
intent to defraud the two compra- 
dores. The charge was that, being 
an undischarged bankrupt, he did 
not carry out the requirements of 
the law by informing the persons of| 
his true position. It was not a ques- 
tion of whether he wanted to de- 
fraud or not. 


Counsel then went into the de- 














tails of the case, after which evid- 
ence was called. 


The case for the defence ws 
opened in tho afternoon, Mz 
Wright submitting that there was 
not sufficient evidence to warrant 
the case going to the jury. 

His Lordship: Then there must 
be no evidence. 

Mr. Wright: I submit thet thers 
is no evidence. The section in 
question, continued counsel, merely 
said “‘ where an undischarged bank- 
rupt, either alone or jointly with 
any other person obtains credit 
without informing them that he 
an undischarged bankrupt.” 
His submission was that the 
proper rendering of the words 
was that where an undischarged 
bankrupt obtained goods, the 
term, “obtaining credit” was 
meant to apply only to ordinary 
commercial transactions of goods. 
It was quite clear, on the evidenc 
that there was no suggestion that 
goods had been obtained: A penal 
statute was to be construed strict- 
ly, and he contended that the in- 
tention of the legislature was to 
confine the section. to transactions 
i 














in goods. 

After further argument, his Lord- 
ship intimated that Counsel had not 
convinced him that he ought to stop 
the cas 

Mr. Wright said he hoped the 
evidence which bh: would call would 
convince the jury that the stories 
put forward by the two compradores 
were, in the main, absolutely false. 

Evidence would be called that the 
accused told both the men before 
he engaged them that he was an 
undischarged bankrupt. He pr 
posed to call further evidence that 
‘one of them admitted to a third 
party that he knew Mr. Bowern 
was an undischarged bankrupt. 
Subject to what his Lordship would 
tell them, Mr. Wright submitted to 
the jury that if they were 








satisfied that the accused did tell m 


them, there was no offence. 

An argument ensued as to the 
duty placed upon an undischarg: 
bankrupt, and his Lordship 
he would be willing to instruct the 
jury so far that if the compradores 
knew the acoused’s exact position, 
‘and the accused knew that they 
were aware of it, the duty had been 
fulfilled. 

‘'T, W. Bowern then gave evidence, 
and after detailing the circum- 
stances of his bankruptcy in 1910, 
said he started business in Shang- 
hai in 1912 His first comprador? 
was Chen Tsi-yuan, and Wang was 
the next one. He joined the firm 
about February, this year, and pre- 
vious to his being engaged, he, 
(the witness) told him that he was 
an undischarged bankrupt. The 
compradore said he had money and 
could make good business. Wong 
joined later, and he was told of the 
accused’s position. The last inter- 
view he had with Wong we on 
November 14, when he asked wit- 
ness to pay Tis. 400. If he did, 
he would stop Court proceedings. 
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Witness replied that he bad no 
money, and could not pay anything 
then. 

Other evidence was called, after 
which the case was adjourned ufil 
this morning.
